A subdued Likud awaits the 
return of Prime Minister 
Binyamin Netanyahu today, 
anxious to see if and how he 
sets about putting down the 
signs of an insurrection against 
his leadership that appeared 
during his trip abroad. 

Also due back today is National 
Infrastructure Minister Ariel 
Sharon, who was in the US. 
Sharon has been silent since the 
close of last week’s turbulent 
Likud convention, and some of 
those who would like to split the 
Likud now regard him as their last 
hope. If someone of his stature 
teams up with them, it is argued, 
they might be able to pull it off. 

Defense Minister Yitzhak 
Mordechai yesterday tersely dis- 
sociated himself from talk that he 
could be recruited to head the anti- 
Netanyahu camp. 

“Netanyahu enjoys no less sup- 
port than be did before the con- 
vention, distressing as some of the 
convention goings-on were. We 
are witnessing a phenomenon in 
which journalists are actively 
playing politics and trying to talk 
politicians into • damping 
Netanyahu,” he said, 

Jerusalem Mayor Ehud Obnert, 
who has never publicly stated his 
attitude towards Netanyahu, con- 
ferred in the Knesset wife MK 
Dan Meridot Later fee two hud- 
dled wife Communications 
Minister LimorLivnaL 

Olmert declared that he “is a 
loyal Likud member and would do 
nothing to undermine the Likud.” 

His brother, Yossi Olmert, said 
last night feat “Ehud intends to 
seek re-election as Jerusalem 
mayor. He is not out to depose 
Netanyahu. Any such move would 
bring Labor and Ehud Barak into 
power. The only goal now should 
be to rehabilitate the Likud from 
within.” 

But not many in the party were 
buying the younger Olmert 's 
denials. Likud insiders pointed to 
the Olmert-Meridor meeting as 
indicating that fee rebellion is still 
in fee cards. The question now, 
they said, was whether fee empha- 
sis would be on Tel Aviv Mayor 
Ronni Milo's plan to split the 
Likud and leave Netanyahu at the 
head of the smaller fragment. This 
would deny him use of the Likud 
name and funds.

LUXOR ( AP) - Militants blamed for most of 
the violence in Egypt’s five-year Islamic rebel- 
lion yesterday claimed responsibility for the 
massacre of 62 people at an ancient monument 
outside Luxor. 

Al-Gamaa al-lslaraiya (Islamic Group) said 
in a statement faxed to a Western news agency 
feat Monday’s attack was a failed attempt to 
take hostages to trade for fee freedom Sheik 
Omar Abdel Rahman, the blind Egyptian cler- 
ic jailed in the US for plotting to bomb New 
York landmarks. • 

The sandstone terraces of the Temple of 
Hatshepsut were bloodstained yesterday, but 
tourists warily returned. Many others fled the 
country, however, and agencies were scrapping 
tours, spelling disaster for Egypt’s important 
tourism industry. 

President Hosni Mubarak visited fee temple 
to reassure tourists. He replaced his interior 
minister, blaming him for hut security. 

Seven slain visitors were still unidentified. 
Police said the others were 31 Swiss, eight 
Japanese, five Germans, four Britons - includ- 
ing a child - a Bulgarian, a Colombian/and a 
French citizen. Twenty-four people were 
injured. 

Police shot the six attackers as they tried to 



escape, including a member of al-Gamaa. 

Al-Gamaa. has been a main target of police 
battling a campaign of violence aimed at over- 
turning Mubarak's secular government and 
turning Egypt into a strict Islamic state. 

The government bas arrested and jailed thou- 
sands of suspected radicals, put hundreds on 
trial, and executed 63 people in the past five 
years.

Rosemarie Dousse, shot in the arm and fee 
leg, told Swiss television; “They made us get 
down on our knees. And then they started 
shooting. A man who was very heavy fell on 
top of me and fee lady behind me also covered 
me... and then they started again, shooting 
those who were still alive in the head.” 

Al-Gamaa said it wanted to trade hostages 
for the release of Abdel Rahman, who was said 
to have advised six men convicted in fee 1 993 
bombing of New York’s World Trade Center, 
which killed six people. 

Al-Gamaa vowed to continue its battle for 
“as long as the regime does not respond to our 
demands.”

The US said yesterday it would 
send six B-52 bombers and six F-

tionary force of about 30 additional 
fighters and B-l bombers if neces- 
sary. Pentagon spokesman Ken 
Bacon said.

US, Russia, and other countries 
pressed diplomatic efforts to settle a

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tense confrontation between the UN 
and Baghdad over aims inspections 
in Iraq. 

President Boris Yeltsin received 
Saddam’s envoy yesterday in 
Moscow, and presented proposals 
for a diplomatic solution to the cri- 
sis. Clinton has asked Yeltsin to 
use Russia’s longstanding ties 
with Baghdad to help resolve the 
standoff precipitated when Iraq 
expelled American members of 
UN arms inspection teams late last 
month. 

Yeltsin sent a letter to Saddam sev- 
eral days ago, and fee response 
arrived yesterday, hand-carried by 
Iraqi Deputy Prime Minister Tariq 
Aziz.

The US radar-avoiding stealth 
fighters, that dropped laser-guided 
bombs on Baghdad during the 1991 
Gulf War, will be based in Kuwait 
The B-52s witi go to a British base 
on the Indian Ocean island of Diego 
Garcia. 

Bacon said fee new deployment 
was triggered nc« only by the dispute 
over arms inspections but by 
“extremely active” Iraqi air defense 
moves, some of which he called an 
offensive threat to US and allied 
planes patrolling “no-fly” zones over 
Iraq. 

“The air defense system is actually 
on a higher state of alert today than it 
was before he invaded Kuwait in 
1990,” he said. “This is a show of 
determination on our part to protect 
our forces and see tins affront to fee 
United Nations end as quickly as 
posable.” 

About 150 US warplanes in fee 
Gulf are stationed in Saudi Arabia 
and Kuwait and another are 100 on 
fee aircraft carriers Ninutz and 
George Washington. 

The George Washington, ordered 
by Clinton to move to fee Gulf from 
the Mediterranean last week, is mov- 
ing south in the Red Sea and will 
enter fee Gulf later this week to join 
feeJVunitz.

Egypt ignores 20th anniversary of Sadat visit

CAIRO - The massacre of some 
60 tourists at Luxor on Monday has 
distracted most Egyptians from 
w hate ver attention they might have 
been willing to pay today’s 20* 
anniversary of president Anwar 
Sadat’s visit to Jerusalem. 

Ever without the massacre, how- 
ever, any anniversary mood would 
likely have been subdued because 
of Egypt's deep reservations about 
Israel’s rote hi fee peace process. 

No official ceremony has been 


announced to mark the occasion 
and press attention has been 
scanty. The English-language 
Egyptian Gazette was the only 


bi the name of peace, 
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Cairo newspaper to devote an arti- 
cle to the anniversary yesterday. It 
was headlined “20 years after 
Sadat’s peace struggle in Tel 


Aviv," as if he had made his plea 
for peace in that city rather than in 
Jerusalem. 

Alongside thai story was another, 
headlined “Egyptian businessmen 
trapped by Israeli counterparts,” 
about alleged deceit by Israeli busi- 
nessmen. The intent seemed clearly 
to offset any warm feelings toward 
Israel that the first article might 
have inadvertently elicited. 

“You must understand that we 
are occupied by other things at the 
moment,” said a senior government 
official, in explaining the minimal 
attention being devoted to the 


anniversary. 

He cited the Luxor massacre, the 
tension over Iraq, and tire econom- 
ic conference in Qatar, which 
Egypt boycotted. On the latter two. 
the strongly negative press com- 
ments directed at the US almost 
universally attribute American 
motivation to its role as “protector” 
of Israel, rather than of Arab inter- 
ests. 

This attitude helps explain the 
low-key, if not ambivalent, attitude 
toward the anniversary of the 
Egyptian leader's historic initia- 
tive.

Shahal, 61, initially announced 
he would be resigning in August 
Thai, he said. Labor Party leader 
Ehud Barak had asked him to 
reconsider. As a compromise, it 
was agreed be would leave three 
months later, at the start of fee win- 
ter session. 

The date , came and went, and 
Shahal’s presence was explained 
by the excuse feat fee Knesset 
wanted to see him off properly 
with a special farewell session. 
The date was finally set for 
November 17 - which also came 


and went This time, Shahal didn’t 
even bother with an excuse. 

Shahal, who has been an MK 
since 1971 and has been energy, 
police, and communications 
minister, has explained his 
planned resignation by saying he 
feels he has fulfilled his poten- 
tial in the House. He also 
implied he prefers to leave with 
dignity now than be thrown out 
at a later date. 

He also cited changes in the sta- 
tus of the Knesset, partly stem- 
ming from the new system of 
direct elections and primary elec- 
tions. 

Yesterday, he could not be 
reached for comment - even by 
Labor Party functionaries. 

Rivlin started the anti-resigna- 


tion petition which calls on him to 
remain in the House. 

“Your wealth of experience, your 
wisdom, and fee great deal of knowl- 
edge you have accumulated are vital 
today - perhaps more than ever - 
both to the Knesset and to fee State of 
Israel,” Rivlin wrote to Shahal. 

The petition has been signed by 
members of almost all fee Knesset 
factions, including Speaker Dan 
Tlchon, but several Labor MKs 
have yet to sign, including Yael 
Dayan, Nawaf Massalha, Yossi 
Beilin, and Avraham Shohat. 
Apparently, some coalition MKs 
who are calling on Shahal to 
remain simply don’t want him to 
be replaced by Taiba Mayor Rafik

LONDON - Prime Minister 
Netanyahu arrived here last night for 
an urgent meeting wife King 
Hussein.

The meeting was not open to jour- 
nalists. Reporters traveling on the 
prime minister’s plane were not 
expected to be allowed to disembark 
dining the anticipated four-hour step- 
over. 

There was no indication of the 
agenda for fee meeting, the fust 
between Netanyahu and Hussein 
since the botched assassination 
attempt on Hamas activist Khaled 
Mashaal in Amman in September 
However, h is widely believed that 
Netanyahu and Hussein discussed 
the Gulf crisis; particularly Israel’s 
likely response to new Scud attacks 
by Iraqi President Saddam Hussein. 

Before leaving the US, Netanyahu 
was reluctant to discuss fee nature of 
the talks, but he indicated that one 


purpose would be to send a message 
to Saddam. He did not deny feat this 
was one purpose of the meeting 
when interviewed by CNN's Lany 
King, replying cryptically that such a 


suggestion “would fall into fee cate- 
gory of hypotheticals."

Hier said he immediately got in touch wife Yoram Ben Ze’ev, fee con- 
sul-general in Los Angeles, who conveyed fee invitation directly to 
Netanyahu.

DOHA,' Qatar - The Middle 
East economic conference ended 
last night with a call for Israel to 
trade land for peace, and Israeli 
industrialists and officials said the 
achievements of the three-day par- 
ley went beyond their expecta- 
tions. 

After a day of negotiating, the 
conference ended with a commu- 
nique that called for a comprehen- 


Peres to start regional 
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sive peace in the Middle East 
based on “land for peace.” The 
phrase had been opposed by the 
Israeli delegation, which pointed 
out that this had not been included 
in the declaration that ended last 
year's gathering in Cairo. 

But Israel did not have any sup- 
porters, including the US, and 
officials agreed to submit a letter 
of reservation to the language used 
in the communique. Officials 
expressed disappointment with the 


US support of the phrase. 

“The US delegation believed 
that the communique should 
reflect the deterioration of the 
peace process, and so they sup- 
ported language that did not exist 
last year,” an Israeli official said. 

Former prime minister Shimon 
Peres, whose Labor government 
supported such a formula, said the 
phrase was unwise. “I don’t think 
land for peace is feasible ” he said. 
“Land is tangible. Peace is a 
promise. The purpose should be to 
provide people with freedom not 
real estate." 

The Israeli delegation also 
fought to insert the word “securi- 
ty” in a portion of the commu- 
nique that called for peace and 
prosperity in the region. In the 
draft submitted by the Arab states, 
and not opposed by die US and 
European Union countries, the call 
was for “all parties in the region to 
live in peace and prosperity ” 

“We went to the Europeans and 
asked, ‘How could you allow 
this?*” an Israeli diplomat 
recalled. “They sort of shifted 
around and said nothing. In the 
end, however, we got the word 
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security back in.” 

Still, Israeli officials and indus- 
trialists said they were pleased 
with the conference. “If somebody 
would have told me that this 
would be how the conference 
would have turned out, I would 
have had no problem with that,” 
one official said. 

Industrialists said they made 
numerous contacts with their Arab 
counterparts. Only two of the 35 
business representatives expressed 
regret at having attended. 

“I am happy to say that those 
who came were happy to meet 
with us,” Dan Propper, president 
of the Manufacturers Association. 
“Some of it was in secret. Some of 
it was in public. We built the infra- 
structure for deals.” 

Koor Industries chairman Benny 
Gaon said he did not feel the effect 
of the boycott by Arab govern- 
ments of the conference. “I didn’t 
miss the politicians. I didn’t come 


to visit them.” „ 

But Gaon and some of the otner 
industrialists said they hope devel- 
opments in the peace process wui 
pressure on Arab business- 
men doing business with 

Israel. He said that in his meetings 
with his Arab counterparts there 
was “an atmosphere of uncertain^ 
ty.” 

Other industrialists said they n*> 
longer are satisfied with secret 
meetings with Arabs and want 
direct access to their markets. 

The organizers said the next host 
of die conference would be 
announced .in Davos in February 
1998. They dismissed suggestions 
by Arab journalists that Israel be 
excluded from the next gathering. 

The Middle East and North 
Africa is a region that includes 
Israel,” World Economic Forum 
president Klaus Schwab said.

The dormant accounts are a 
separate issue and that money will 
be returned to those are entitled to 
h,” Rolf Bloch, the president of 
the fund, told Reuters. 

"Sentiment is being voiced that 
Switzerland has not done enough 
in these matters...

Germany has also been criti- 
cized for not doing enough to help 
Holocaust survivors from Eastern 
Europe and the former Soviet 
Union. 

"I call on the German govern- 
ment to stop dragging its feet and 
pay compensation to Holocaust 
survivors in Eastern Europe,” 
Steven Springfield, (he head of 
the Association of Jewish 
Survivors of Latvia in the US, 
said at the ceremony.

Itzik said that 
Eitan was, through tire dismissals, ■ 
carrying out his plans far disman- 
tling the ministry, even though 
neither the prime minister nor the 
government has officially 
approved such a move. 

Eitan's “actions constitute a 


death blow to infrastructure 
research in Israel,” Itzik charged. 

Eitan’s spokesman Uri Schor 
said dial 18 people hired as tem- 
porary workers from manpower 
agencies have been dismissed. 

"They are mostly administrative 
and office workers who will get 
other jobs from their agencies,” be 
said. “There was no alternative, as 
tire Treasury has cut our budget 
and tire minister would not allow a 
reduction in funds for research 
and development” 

Schor said that now that Dr. 
Mordechai Bashari, a scientist, 
has taken over as ministry direc- 
tor-general, there was “no need 
for a chief scientist's office,” and 
this move saved NIS 500,000.

Government plans to replace 
reiffn workers with Palestinians

Government ministries have 
approved a new plan to put togeth- 
er a pool of Palestinian laborers 
with security clearance, in a move 
aimed at replacing foreign workers 
and buffering (he Israeli economy 
from destabilizing fluctuations 
resulting from prolonged closures. 

The pool of preferred Palestinian 
laborers will be given special status 
thar will allow them to return to 
tbeir jobs "within days, even hours” 
after a closure is imposed, said 
Maj.-Gen. Ya'acov Or, coordinator 
of government activities in the terri- 
tories. 

' In return for this, Israeli employ- 
ers will be required to undertake to 
collect and return the workers from 
the border crossings, fill out a daily 
security roster and, if needed, pro- 
vide the laborers with sleeping 
arrangements. Or said 

Defense Minister Yitzhak 
Mordechai approved the plan this 
week in consultation with the 
Labor and Social Affairs Ministry, 
the IDF, General Security Service 
and the Internal Security Ministry. 


Over the past few years, Israeli 
employers have increasingly pre- 
ferred foreign workers over 
Palestinians, even if the Arabs work 
for tower wages, because closures 
imposed for security reasons make 
it difficult to depend on them. In 
1996, for example, the territories 
were closed off for over 100 days. 

"We are giving Israeli employers 
a long-term security net so they 
won't have to hunt for replace- 
ments for their foreign workers, 
and a promise that they have top 
priority for receiving workers once 
a closure is eased" said Eli Paz, a 
deputy director-general - of the 
Labor and Social Affairs Ministry. 

Paz said that there are currently 
between 150,000-200,000 foreign 
workers, half of whom are here ille- 
gally. He said his ministry is taking 
steps to remove this social powder 
keg. 

The plan is to revolutionize the 
situation and reduce the number of 
foreign workers in Israel and 
increase significantly the number of 
Palestinian workers" Paz said

The United Kibbutz Movement 
intends to proceed with plans to 
take over .2,000 12 th graders on a 
bike tour of Jordan during 
Hanukka, despite opposition from 
the Education Ministry, which 
would prefer they tour Jerusalem 
instead. 

“It is against the regulations of 
foe ministry,” said Deputy 
Education Minister Moshe Peled.

Peled said that proper security 
couldn't be organized in Jordan 
because Israelis are forbidden 


from bringing arms across foe bor- 
der. He has instructed all youth 
movements to boycott the tour and 
suggested that they journey to 
Jerusalem instead. 

Yoel Marshak, head of foe 
UKM's youth, and settlement 
department, said foe main aims of 
(he four-day trip was to show sup- 
port for the peace treaty with 
Jordan, mark 40 years of Jewish 
settlement in the Arava, and serve 
as a last gathering of youth from 
various movements before their 
summer draft. 

The tour starts in the Arava, 
where participants will observe a 
live-fire army exercise and meet 
with officer cadets, all part of an 


effort to increase motivation to 
serve in the IDF. TVo days of foe 
trip will be spent in Jordan where 
they are to be hosted by residents 
of Akaba and a representative of 
King Hussein, Marshak said. 

They will then bike down to the 
border with Saudi Arabia, where 
they will spend the night. The tour 
also includes a bus trip to Petra. 

The prime minister’s adviser on 
terrorism, Ehud Yatom, notified 
the UKM last month that they 
were responsible for the security 
of foe teens during their stay in 
Jordan. In a letter to foe UKM, 
Yatom advised that they seek a 
security assessment on foe eve of 
their trip to make sure there were 


no known threats. But Yatom did 
not advise against conducting the 
tour. 

“We see this as approval,” 
Marshak said. “And we are going 
ahead with it" 

But Education Ministry officials 
said Yatom has insisted that foe 
tour be dene as a private group 
and not under state auspices.

Netanyahu 
telescopes 2 
days into 1 
in LA

LOS ANGELES - Prime 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu 
arrived here at 2 a.m. on Monday, 

- met with business leaders at 8 
a.m-, and kept going until II .'pal, 
when his plane left for London 
and a meeting with King Hussein 
of Jordan. 

Telescoping a planned two-day 
visit into one day to keep his date 
with Hussein, Netanyahu dis- 
played stamina, a sense of humor, 
and considerable deftness in mm- 
ing aside unpleasant questions 
from polite, but generally 
undemonstrative audiences. 

Moore dramatic than the sched- 
uled events were two phone calls. 
In the midst of a morning press 
conference, Netanyahu excused 
himsp-if for a 15 minutes to speak 
with Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak and to express his sym- 
pathy on foe killings in Luxor. 

The second call, in mid-after- 
noon, readied Netanyahu while 
he was touring foe Simon 
Wiesenfoal Center. It was from 
Hussein and during a seven- 
minute conversation, the two 
apparently nailed down details of 
their meeting. Up to that point, 
Netanyahu maintained publicly 
that lie was merely landing in 
London to refueL 

As expected, Netanyahu was 
repeatedly questioned about foe 
conversion bill, and foe Orthodox 
hegemony over Israel’s. religious 
life. 

The issue was brought into 
sharpest focus by Herbert 
Gelfand, president of tile Jewish 
Federation Council , who intro- 
duced Netanyahu at a joint meet- 
ing of some 350 federation, 

' ABAC, and Israel Bonds leaders. 

Gelfand stated that die proposed 
conversion frill meant consider- 
ably more than just foe codifica- 
tion of the stains quo and “may be 
destructive of Jewish unity." 

- To this and similar statements, 
Netanyahu responded, in one typ- • 
ical instance, “I have done what 
no prime minis ter has done before 
by creating a commission to bring 
all streams of Judaism together.

Some 220 guests attended, of

A satellite observatory for mea- 
suring tropical rainfall and effects 
on global weather patterns caused 
by El Nino was to be launched 
from Japan at 1 0:40 p.m. local tune 
last night, in a project involving 
US, Japanese and Israeli coopera- 
tion. 

The observatory, called Tropical 


Rainfall Measuring Mission 
(TRMM), is a joint US National 
Aeronautics and Space 
Administration and Japanese pro- 
ject supported by an international 
team of scientists. 

Dr. Daniel Rosenfeld of the 
Hebrew University’s atmospheric 
sciences department developed 
the methodology used by TRMM 
to measure rainfall with radar.

WASHINGTON - The Newt 
Gingrich who ended his third session as 
House speaker last week was a very 
different leader than the one who began 
it - and the key may have been a mid- 
summer telephone conversation with 
fabled college football coach Joe 
Paterno. 

In July, after a plot to topple him was 
uncovered, the Georgia Republican 
called Paterno, from whom he had pre- 
viously sought advice on leadership 
and management. 

“I'm clearly not doing a good enough 
job of explaining to my assistant 
coaches what I’m going to do," 
Gingrich recalled telling the Penn State 
coach. 

Paterao’s play: Slow down, Jisien, 
focus. 

“I decided I had to go back and be an 
active day-to-day leader" rather than 
being “as aloof and vision -oriented as 
I'd hoped in the spring," Gingrich 
recalled in an interview last week, 
hours before he returned home to 
Marietta, Georgia. 

It has been a roller-coaster year for 
Gingrich, beginning with the House’s 
first ever reprimand of a speaker and 
assessment of a $300,000 penalty for 
ethics violations - which came on the 
heels of the death of his stepfather, 
whom he idolized - running through 
the plunge of July's palace intrigue and 
the heights of August's budget agree- 
ment 

It ended this week on a high note for 
Gingrich, as the session's final disputes 
with President Clinton were resolved, 
largely in the GOP’s favor. Gingrich 
even won praise for standing with the 
president and skillfully rallying House 
Republicans on a crucial trade vote, 
albeit in a losing effort 

“It has been a very successful year 
for House Republicans," Gingrich said. 

The year ends with Gingrich a 
changed man, both physically and men- 
tally. "I think I’m more disciplined, I 
think I'm more experienced, probably 
in some ways wiser, although I don’t 
mean that in any pontifical sense," said 
Gingrich, 30 pounds lighter than he 
was in January after a regimen of diet 


and exercise. 

“I’ve learned that hot stoves actually 
bum, ending a lifetime series of exper- 
iments. I’m probably in some pretty 
profound ways happier.” 

He is also a changed leader. “I’m 
much more decisive and much more 
direct than I had been for a long time,” 
Gingrich said 

HOUSE REPUBLICANS see the 
change, too. “He’s taken a quantum 
leap from where he was in January,” 
said Rep. Ray LaHood, (R-HUnois). 
“He's shown extraordinary leadership 
in advancing our agenda, articulating 
our issues.” 

Even restive House Republicans who 
had sharply criticized him earlier are 
displaying a new-found sympathy. 

Tin trying to put myself in his shoes 
a bit. with all that he's got to deal 
with," said Rep. Lindsey Graham, (R- 
South Carolina). “I need to be more 
sensitive to that.” 

Lawmakers point to July’s near-death 
experience of an aborted uprising by 
dissident House Republicans and his 
own lieutenants as the pivotal point in 
Gingrich’s turnaround. 

"He realized if he didn't do it, there 
was nobody else who could do it;” said 
LaHood, who spoke with Gingrich 
often during that period. 

In the summer, Gingrich took person- 
al charge of negotiations with the 
Clinton administration over the budget 
agreement and tax cuts. In recent 
weeks, he took over talks with the 
White House over disputes concerning 
the 2000 census and US aid for interna- 
tional family-planning programs. 

Through it all, he displayed a disci- 
pline often absent in earlier talks with 
the administration, when he would 
blurt out ideas and proposals to 
reporters before clearing them with 
other House Republicans or leadership 
lieutenants. 

INDEED, GINGRICH has revamped 
his staff’s assignments to avoid previ- 
ous pitfalls. To instill discipline in his 
public pronouncements, press secretary 
Christina Martin positions herself in 
his field of view when he speaks with 
reporters, nodding or shaking her head 


to try to keep him out of trouble. 

“You used to get a lot more dumb' sto- 
ries out of me than you can- now,", 
Gingrich said.- . 

And in an effort to avoid problems 
stemming from the difficulty Gingrich 
has in saying no to competing factions 
of lawmakers - leaving it to other lead- 
ers to deal with the consequences 
aide Mark Peterson is at his side 'with a 
legal pad when he speaks with lawmak- 
ers, so there is a record of what he says 
and the commitments- he makes. 

In addition, lawmakers said the 

'speaker, whose leadership mantra is 
“listen, learn, help and lead,” is listen- 
ing better. 

“He’s less likely to immediately fire 
back with an argumentative response,” 
said a senior House Republican law- 
maker. “He thinks more before 
responding.” 

It all follows the advice of Paterno, 
who joins the eclectic mix of 

Gingrich’s leadership models, includ- 
ing management expert Peter F. 

Drucker, quality control guru W. 

Edwards Deming, industrialist Alfred 
P. Sloan, George C. Marshall and 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, whose portrait 
hangp in Gingrich’s Capitol office. 

Gingrich himself is now writing a 
book on the lessons of .leadership. In 
reviewing his brief tenure as speaker, 
he said, “Some of it is very funny, some 
of it is very sad and some of it is just 
confusing.” 

The coup attempt, for instance, left 
him “saddened at a level that I’ve never 
talked about,” be said in the interview. 
“It was like a 1 dysfunctional family 
where everyone was trying to describe 
their pain ... It was like a death in the 
family, just immensely deep grief ... 
[at] the sense of failure on my part and 
the degree to which people had gotten 
isolated and frightened and, in a very 
real way, alienated.” 

Gingrich, in his first extended 
remarks about die incident, stressed he 
viewed it not as a plot or a coup but as 
“a remarkably confused mess ... I don’t 
think anybody in the leadership was 
disloyal.” The only casualty of the 
episode was Rep. Bill Pax on, (R-New 
York), whose resignation Gingrich 
accepted. (The Washington Post)

The three had been on a private 
excursion with a local guide to the 
Hatsheput Temple at Luxor when 
the assailants began firing, killing 
around 60 tourists and three 
policemen. Police later shot all six 
gunmen dead. 

The TUmer family were among 
six British vacationers killed in 
the attack. 

The first survivors to return to 
Britain told reporters how they 
survived the attack by sheltering 
in a tobacco kiosk while bullets 
flew around them. 

“The police used our kiosk as a 
vantage point to snipe at the gun- 
men as they were escaping. We 
were right in the middle of it,” 
Ann Futter told reporters at 
London’s Gatwick Airport. 

“We were trapped in that spot 
for two hours with 30 or 40 
English, French and Italians with 
us ” her friend Marilyn Lee said. 

Lee and Futter said they had 
beat visiting the temple on the 
last day of their holiday when the 
firing began. 

At first, police had ushered 
them into one of the ancient 
tombs to shelter from the gun- 
shots and then ordered them out 
again. 

“At that point we didn’t realize 
what had happened and that so 
many people had been killed 
behind us at the temple... We heard 
the shots but didn’t realize what 
was going on,” said Lee. 

“The police didn't tell us - I 
don't think they knew,” she 
added. 

British tourist Victoria 
Mcllvenna told Britain’s Daily 
Mail newspaper that she saw the 
gunmen faring from a hijacked 
minibus as tourists ran for their 
lives.

LONDON (Reuters) - Overseas 
tour operators began flying home 
hundreds of tourists yesterday 
after presumed Islamic militants 
massacred about 60 people, most- 
•y foreign holidaymakers, at one 
of Egypt’s main tourist attrac- 
tions. 

Seven empty aircraft flew from 
Britain to die southern Egyptian 
resort of Luxor to bring home 
Britons cutting short their stay 
after Monday's tragedy, and four 
more special flights were expect- 
ed back later in the day. 

As the threat mounted to the $3 
billion-a-year tourist industry 
which is a mainstay of Egypt’s 
economy, US Undersecretary of 
State Stuart Eizenstat said the 
attack only underscored the need 
to boost the economy of the 
Middle East 

“The situation yesterday in 
Egypt, which is tragic in die first 
order, is a reminder of what the 
real dangers in this region are — 
and that is the dangers of radical- 
ism and terrorism,” he said at the 
three-day economic conference 
in Qatar. 

At least 35 and perhaps 42 of 
the victims - many of whom were 
mutilated and hard to identify - 
were Swiss. Another 10 were 
believed to be Japanese, most of 
them young couples cm honey- 
moon. 

Britain said six of its citizens 
were among the dead and Bonn 
said the victims could include 
four Germans. 

Switzerland warned travelers 
to stay away from Egypt alto- 
gether and other, countries 
including Japan and Britain were 
contemplating issuing similar 
advice. 

Swiss Foreign Minis ter Flavio 
Cotti flew to Cairo to console the 
injured and bereaved, and Swiss 
President Arnold Koller told 
reporters: “Anybody who wipes 
out lives in this atrocious manner 
makes themselves an enemy of all 
humankind.”

Kremlin, Duma in power struggle

MOSCOW (Reuters) - The 
Kremlin unequivocally told foe 
Communist-led majority in the 
Duma (parliament) yesterday 
there was no point in trying to 
force President Boris Yeltsin to 
drop his economic guru Anatoly 
Chubais. 

“I’d like to give some advice to 
the most radical part of foe oppo- 
sition,” spokesman Sergei 
Yastrzhembsky said. 

“Remember, it is hopeless to 
talk to the president of the 
Russian Federation in terms of 
ultimatums and demands.” 

Yet even before this reminder of 
Yeltsin’s strong dislike of being 
pushed into a comer, foe opposi- 
tion changed tack. 

The Communists, foe biggest 
grouping in the State Duma lower 
house of parliament, said on 
Monday they would not even dis- 


cuss the draft 1998 budget while 
Chubais, 42, remained in foe posts 
of first deputy prime minister and 
finance minister. 

They softened their stance yes- 
terday and agreed to look into the 
bill on Friday. 

They appeared to accept it 
would not be Chubais but First 
Deputy Finance Minister Vladimir 
Petrov who would represent the 
cabinet in foe debate. 

Chubais, hated by foe opposi- 
tion, barely survived a scandal last 
week over high fees he and some 
of his allies bad received for an as 
yet unpublished book. Yeltsin 
sacked three co-authors but kept 
Chubais after rebuking him pub- 
licly. 

The Duma is scheduled to con- 
sider a resolution today which 
would urge Yeltsin to accept the 
resignation offer from Chubais 
which he had submitted over the 
book scandal. 


It is likely to pass the non-bind- 
ing document but the real test of 
foe deputies' mood will be tomor- 
row, when they are due to look 
into three important draft tax laws 
sought by the government to form 
a basis for the budget. 

Valentin Kuptsov, number two 
in foe Communist Party, told 
reporters that during the Friday 
budget debate his faction would 
take part in discussion but refuse 
to vote if Chubais was not sacked 
by then. 

Yastrzhembsky said foe compo- 
sition of the government and the 
draft 1998 budget were issues of 
“different caliber” and should not 
be tied to each other. 

“It is clear to us in the Kremlin 
that there is an awakening feeling 
of a political hunt in foe Duma 
opposition," he said. 

“But those feelings are hardly 
appropriate while deciding impor- 
tant problems."

Egyptians horrified 
in aftermath of attack 


By MONA aTAHAWY 

CAIRO (Reuters) - Those 
sons of dogs. They shot them 
down like mice,” said an 
Egyptian woman chatting to a 
friend on the Cairo metro 
yesterday. 

Ordinary Egyptians are 
reeling in shock over the 
massacre of approximately 
60 foreign tourists by 
Moslem militants on Monday 
outside foe Hatsbepsut tem- 
ple in Luxoc. 

The attack, in which four 
Egyptians were also killed, 
was the bloodiest single 
assault on tourists since 
Islamists took up arms in 
1992 to overthrow foe gov- 
ernment of President Hosni 
Mubarak and install a strict 
Islamic state. 

“We are living under terror- 
ism. What happened in Luxor 
can happen any time,” said 
Azza Abdel-Naby, 27. a 
nurse. 

“It's very, very wrong. How 
in God’s name can someone 
be walking along and get 
blown up or shot at?” 

They have to put an end to 
this. They should take a ter- 
rorist in a public square and 
cut him up into tiny pieces to 
set an example,” Abdel-Naby 
said. 

Mubarak rushed to Luxor 
with key ministers in an 
attempt at damage control as 
gruesome footage of foe dead 
and wounded dominated 
Egyptian and foreign televi- 
sion newscasts. 

“We will take much tougher 
measures in foe area,” 
Mubarak told reporters at 
Hatshepsut temple. 

“This could happen any- 
where in the world. We are 
very sorry. We will fill the 
gaps [the attackers] went 
through.” 

' Al-Gama'a al-Islamiya 
(Islamic Group), Egypt’s 
largest militant group, 
claimed responsibility yester- 
•_ day for the attack. 

• -It said in a- statement that 
one of its units had tried to 
take tourists hostage at 
Hatshepsut temple, adding 
that four of its 15 members 
had been killed and two cap- 
tured. 

The aim was to win free- 
dom for its leader, blind cler- 
ic Sheikh Omar Abdel- 


Rahman, jailed in the United 
States for conspiring to blow 
up foe World TYade Center in 
1993. 

Many Egyptians said mili- 
tants were giving Islam a bad 
name. 

“Islam never said to do this. 
God didn’t say to kill,” said 
Ahmed Ahmed Abdel-Salaxn, 
31, a security guard. 

These ■ are people who 
have no principles, or morals 
or faith." 

Others bemoaned the blow 
to the tourism industry, which 
is a S3 billion-a-year main- 
stay of the Egyptian econo- 
my. 

“Egypt is almost complete- 
ly dependent on tourism. It 
brings in a lot of money,” 
said Asmaa Abdel-Azeem 
Elewa, 31. an accountant 

“Instead of becoming a 
country that develops with 
time, we are losing the 
income we need to develop. 
This is a disaster.” 

Some Egyptians repeated 
the government line that mil- 
itants are funded from 
abroad. 

Mubarak told reporters in 
Luxor “Such people who kill 
human beings are not 
Moslems, Christians, or 
Jews... they are cri minal s. 
They are given money from 
outside foe country.” 

Thla’at Ali Mohammed, 31, 
an electrical technician, said 
that he thought the Luxor 
attack was staged to punish 
Egypt for its refusal to attend 
the North African and 
Middle East economic con- 
ference in the Qatari capital, 
Doha. 

“What happened- yesterday 
was pressure cm Egypt for the 
sake of political ends,” 
Mohammed said. 

“Whenever Egypt takes a 
stand on a particular issue, 
this type of thing happens. 
This was in response to 
Egypt’s position on the Doha 
conference.” 

■ “[The gunmen] are not 
Egyptians. ...This attack' is 
from people who are from 
outside who want to play 
with Egypt," said Abdel- 
Salam. 

It could be from foe United 
States or other countries who 
are jealous of Egypt because 
its economy has been 
improving."

P eople are not a commodity, 
though by their actions, the 
Chinese seem to think so. 
Releasing pro-democracy dis- 
sent Wei Jingsheng from prison 
and sending him to New York is 
a trade. It is not an act of moral 
principle, nor of 
injustice made just 
It is a trade. A 
human body in 
return for American 
favors. Diplomatic 
whoring. 

Of course we are 
delighted to see Mr. 

Wei out of prison. 

But President Jiang 
Zemin should not 
expect us to fall on 
our knees in grati- 
tude. 

We might do so 
for President Bill 
Clinton, who 
undoubtedly is responsible for 
telling the dour Jiang during his 
recent visit to the United States 
that freeing dissidents is an 
essential step for improving 
relations with the West and 
reaping the economic benefits. 

That may also be trading, but 
it is trading that values the 
human life, not degrades it. 
Buying a slave his freedom was 
never dishonorable. Enslaving 
him always was. 

The reason China deserves no 
pat on the back is that Wei 
should not have lost all those 
years of his life in prison in the 
first place. He is an honorable 
man. He wants more democracy 
for the Chinese. Big deal; big 
crime! And enforced exile is not 
a gift, thank you. 

Tune isn’t money 
Even so, the prominent ones 
are the lucky ones. Who can 
count how many other lives 
without names are lost and 
buried in cells without numbers 
in the dark crannies of Chinese 
oppression. Their names are not 
on US presidents' lips. Their 
deeds, if they are very lucky, 
might migrate from some 
obscure Chinese filing cabinet to 
some obscure one in the offices 
of Amnesty International. 

There is something peculiarly 
hellish about the thought of 
years of time wasted for no rea- 
son. In a world - and a China - 
obsessed with economics and 
crass truisms like “time is 
money,” die true meaning of 
time lost is itself lost. 

; It is like one of those common 
anxiety dreams: failing, being 
lost in a maze, having one’s 
teeth break or fail out Wei’s 
teeth fell out in prison. 

In our short life span - so 
much to do, so little time to do 
it - serious time-stealing 
should itself be a capital crime. 
Apart from death, madness, or 
loss of a loved one, wrongful or 
erroneous imprisonment must 
be everyone’s worst nightmare. 

That is why the “knock on the 
door” means fascism or com- 
munism. 

While the mass murders of 
the Nazis, Stalinists or Khmer 
Rouge are the first line of hor- 
ror, the second is the lives they 
have truncated; lives partly 
reconstructed on bitter thoughts 
of years lost, lovers never met, 
children never raised, careers 
never followed, journeys never 
made.

No saint 

That is what made the hostage 
crises of Teheran and Beirut such 
riveting, long-running stories in 
recent years. It is one of those 
“How would I cope?” stories 
almost everyone on earth can 
identify with, an evil 
cradling, as Brian 
Keenan, the Beirut 
hostage, described it 
Wei is an extraordi- 
nary dissident, even 
among that extraor- 
dinary breed of free- 
dom fighters. Of 
course be is no saint 
simply a man trying 
to do the right thing 
and refusing to com- 
promise. His passion 
■ ■ may come from a 
desire to right the 
sins of his own par- 
ents and himself. 

His parents were party func- 
tionaries in the 1950s, Wei him- 
self was brought up in the world 
of absolute belief in the 
Communist Party, absolute loy- 
alty to Chairman Mao. 

As a senior-school student, he 
was swept up in the ghastly 
Cultural Revolution, criss-cross- 
' ing China as a red guard. Oddly 
enough, it was the very attempt 
to revitalize the Maoist revolu- 
tion that opened his eyes. 

In this, Wei is remarkably like 
those rich or privileged young 
men in medieval times who suf- 
fered a blinding stab of con- 
science on suddenly noticing the 
poor and wretched in (he streets, 
whom they had never noticed 
before. Such men, like Francis 
or Augustine, went on to rail 
against the corruption and privi- 
lege of the church, mocking its 
failure to live up to its own sole 
reason for existence. 

Wei, a privileged member of the 
Co mmunis t elite, saw a China 
filled with famine. The “glorious 
masses” of the propaganda 
machine were starving in the 
streets - only to be bullied by him- 
self and his fascistic red guards. 

So in many aspects, Wei has 
returned with the fervor of a 
convert, a rich Francis has 
become a Saint Francis, taking 
on the church of Mao and his 
acolytes. 

Leading light 

That is why he has taken on a 
status both inside and outside 
China, greater perhaps than the 
man himself. The power over 
people that comes to someone 
who has seen a blinding light on 
the Damascus road is tricky. The 
former persecutor becomes the 
champion of those he has perse- 
cuted. 

No surprise then that Wei 
turned up as a leading light of 
the 1989 Tiananmen Square 
democracy movement and suf- 
fered the communist baptism of 
fire there, followed by 18 years 
in prison. (Wei wrote to Deng 
Xiaoping and told him; “You are 
just the sort of idiot who would 
do what you have just done in 
Tiananmen.” 

That was not a good ideal He 
was released briefly while China 
lobbied to get the Olympic 2000 
games and was spitefully re- 
jailed for “attempting to over- 
throw the government” when it 
failed. 

That’s modem Chinese com- 
modity trading for you. 
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UNITED NATTONS 
Congress's refusal to pay almost 
$1 billion owed by the United 
States to die United Nations hit 
here like a hurricane last week, 
unleashing fears that the world 
body will run out of money in 
1998.

Their efforts were aimed at 
pulling the UN back from the 
brink of bankruptcy and preserv- 
ing die ability of the US to rally 
the support of UN members in 
international disputes, such as the 
present confrontation with Iraq. 

■ “I am disappointed, and 1 am 
concerned,” UN Secretary- 
General Kofi Arman said. “If is 
both unreasonable and regrettable 
that the legislation was held 
hostage to the entirely unrelated 
domestic politics of abortion... . 

“The failure comes during a 
week when the UN Security 
Council has been seized by die cri- 
sis regarding arms inspection in 
Iraq, in which the United Nations 
plays a role that is indispensable to 
international peace and security as 
well as to the vital national inter- 
ests of die United States.” 

US Ambassador Bill 
Richardson, who has led the US 
campaign to prod the UN toward 
far-reaching reform and win cuts 
in die US share of die budget, 
charged in an interview that 
“Congress has put at risk our vast 
foreign policy efforts and has 
especially hurt our efforts to build 
an international consensus against 
Iraq.” 

“This will make it near impossi- 
ble to convince the other UN 
member states to drop our dues 
from 25 to 22 percent,” he added. 
“The Congress has sent me into a 
battle to lower our dues scales 
without even a slingshot” 

UN officials said the financial 
effects of the decision may be felt 
throughout the organization. 
Joseph E. Connor, undersecretary 
general for management said in 
an interview that at the end of 
1998 the organization will have an 
estimated cash deficit of $261m. 
and most likely will not be able to 
cover it by borrowing from its 
peacekeeping funds, as it has been 
doing since 1995. 

“We will continue to cany out 
the programs that die membership 
specified in die budget,” be said. 
“But when wc run out of cash, our 
ability to continue will become 
questionable and die members 
will face die painful choices of 
having .to decide what functions 
and programs may have to be sac- 
rificed.” 

Excepting peacekeeping, die 
United Nation’s overall budget, 
which is spread over a period of 
two years, is $2.53b. for 1998-99. 
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Months of painstaking negotiations aimed at pulling the UN back from the brink of bankruptcy were ruined by Congress’s refusal 
to pay the United State’s $lb. debt. . (United Nations) 


The sizable US arrears for the 
regular budget and peacekeeping 
assessments has been building 
rapidly through the 1990s because 
Congress has balked at paying 
without evidence of substantial 
UN reform. 

As of October 31, the United 
Nations calculated the total US 
debt at $I.37b., or 61% of the 
$2J3b. owed to the world body by 
delinquent members. Largely 
because of a dispute about how 
much the US should be charged 
for peacekeeping. Congress has 
insisted that the US debt is less 
than Sib. 

At die beginning of this year, 
Clinton and Secretary of State 
Madeleine Albright announced 
that resolving the debt controversy 
was a top priority of US foreign 
policy. 

The ensuing negotiations with 
Congress led to a compromise, 
crafted primarily by Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
Chairman Jesse Helms, R-N.C., 
that essentially called for the 
United States to pay $926m. over 
three years. The payments were to 


be made contingent on die UN 
meeting certain reform “bench- 
marks,” including reduction of the 
US contribution to lbe'budgcL 
• However, the legislation to 
appropriate the money became the 
backdrop for a fight over efforts 
by anti-abortion members of 
Congress to prevent US-backed 
international family planning 
agencies from using their own 
funds to perform abortions or pro- 
mote liberalized abortion laws- 
overseas. The White House threat- 
ened to veto any measure contain- 
ing anti-abortion language, and 
the ensuing tug of war led 
Republican leaders to delete most 
of the UN and IMF money from 
the b01. 

Congress, in the $13.1 billion 
spending measure, did leave 
SlOOra. of the original $926m. to 
go toward UN arrears, provided 
the US budget share is cut to 22%. 

It also left in about $300m. to pay 
the US share of the 1998 regular 
UN budget 

That postponed prospects of 
obtaining more money for the 
arrearages until early next year. 


when Congress will take up a 
1998 supplemental spending bUL 
But both sides say it will be no 
easier to. break the stalemate. 

Rep. Christopher Smith, R-NJ., 
a leader of the anti-abortion 
forces, said he has received iron- 
clad assurances from . House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich, R-Ga_, 
that “there would be no UN arrear- 
ages or IMF funds unless die pres- 
ident meets us at least half way”on 
anti-abortion language. 

The UN has been making up 
deficits in its budget by borrowing 
from money it gets from members 
for peacekeeping. For much of the 
decade, countries contributing 
troops and equipment to these 
operations - tike Britain and 
France in Bosnia - deferred the 
repayment they were owed from 
die UN peacekeeping account But 
recently there has been a drastic 
reduction in UN peacekeeping, 
and the funds generated by the 
corresponding assessments have 
shrank from $923m. in 1995 to 
$670 m. this year. 

“We are at a point where the 
lorry from which we’ve been bor- 


rowing is getting smaller and 
smaller and we do longer can put 
off paying our debts to countries 
that have contributed troops.. That- 
debt Is about $900 ol, and the US 
arrears payments we had hoped fe. 
receive was our only hope of pay- 
ing off die debt,” Connor said. 

Before today, a consensus had 
been growing in the 185 -nation 
body towards accepting a reduc- 
tion in die US share, which is larg- 
er than that of any other country. 
Despite considerable grumbling 
there had emerged a general belief 
that other industrial nations - 
notably die members of the 
European Union and Japan - 
eventually would pick up the slack 
if Washington cleared its debts.' 

“But no one is going to do dial if 
the only incentive is a US payment 
of $100 million,” said one West 
European ambassador who asked 
not to be identified. “From a 
European perspective, the pay- 
ment of a substantial pan of fee 
US arrears is an absolutely essen- 
tial precondition for any agree-

A nne Bancroft laughs hysterically 
When the idea of an all-female mili- 
tary is raised. She likes it so much 
that she asks that she be quoted as propos- 
ing it and says she'll definitely use the line 
in hernext interview.. *“*■*'•' " *'

Bancroft, who plays a Texas senator 
instrumental in getting the first woman 
(Demi Moore) admitted to die Navy SEALs . 
in die Ridley Scott film GJ. Jane, says she’s 
been following the military’s gender contro- 
versies, including whether women should 
go into combat. 

“I think that everyone has got the right of 
choice - np to a certain point. Then after 
that they don’t And we all pick and choose 
what point that is for our own selves,” says 
the 66-year-old Oscar, Tony .and Emmy 
winner. 

“Fbr my own self, I just don’t think 
women belong in combat. I don’t believe 
♦hat men do, either. But if a war has to be 




fought, if nobody else can think of any other 
way to solve a problem, and some war has 
to be fought, physically, with guns and - I 
don’t even want to talk about,” she says, 
catting herself off, sounding so frustrated 
and disgusted with the prospect 

Good thing the ever elegant slender 
actress is willing to talk about plenty .of 
other things, beginning with professing a 
‘taste far single-malt scotch: the dearth (real 
or imagined) of good roles for women, the 
pluses and minuses of her most memorable 
role, Mrs. Robinson in The Graduate, and 
her 33-year marriage to Mel Brooks. 

For someone who’s made almost 60 films, 
availability of roles wouldn’t seem to be a 
problem. Bancroft won the Academy Award 
in 1963 playing Annie Snllivan in “The 
Miracle Worker,” a part fin- which she also 
won the 1960 Tony. She received Oscar 
nominations for her performances in The 
Pumpkin Eater (1964) The Graduate 
(1967), The Turning Point (1977) and 
Agnes of God (1985). She also played high- 
ly memorable roles in The Prisoner of 
Second Avenue (1975), and 84 Charing 
Cross Road (1987). 

Bancroft concedes there may be a lack of 


leading roles for women, but she can find 
even s mall roles satisfying. The example 
she gives: Her part in the 1993 movie 
Malice, which amounted to a one- or two- 
day shooL 

“So there are always good pails. They 
may not pay what you want, and they may 
not have as many days’ work as you want, 
they may not have the billing that you want, 
they may not have a lot of things, but [when 
it comes K>1 the content of the role itself, l 
find there are many roles.” 

But when it comes to big-money leading 
roles, she says, there aren’t that many avail- 
able for women. “If there are. let’s say, 20 
astronauts, there may be two women among 
those 20 astronauts. If there are 20 FBI 
guys, there’s one woman and the rest are 
men,” she says. 

“So when somebody writes a script about 
life, usually the leading role will be the 
man, because mostly what women do is at 
home taking care of the children. 

“That’s the most important job there is on 
Earth. And why shouldn't women have it. 
since they are the better of the two sexes.” 
she says, laughing. 

She says she's gotten flak for that opinion. 


but anyone who thinks she’s saying some- 
thing derogatory or demeaning is mistaken. 

While some critics and fans have seen her 
characters as being typically daring and 
feisty, Bancroft doesn’t She thinks they’re 
usually desperate or angry people. 

Annie Sullivan had no choice but to take 
that position, as Helen Keller’s teacher, 
Bancroft maintains, noting thai Snllivan 
was half-blind herself and her job opportu- 
nities were limited. 

“She couldn’t see dust so she couldn’t be 
a maid.” she says. “Her eyes grew tired so 
she couldn’t be a secretary or whatever they 
were allowing women to be in those days. 
Desperate, lonely, longing - that’s how I 
thought of her." 

Similarly, her latest character is put 
against the wall when she’s threatened with 
closings of military bases in her state; 
Emma Jacklin in The Turning Point was 
someone disappointed with her personal life 
despite her renown as a dancer; and even 
Mrs. Robinson feels great rage for getting 
married young and not testing her own artis- 
tic abilities - so her affair with a younger 
man “comes out of enormous self-hatred,” 
Bancroft says. (AP)

F rancis Poulenc (1899-1963) 
was one of die most ambigu- 
ous and versatile composers 
of the first half of the 20th centu- 
ry. On the one hand he was a very 
religious man and composer; on 
the other, his music is full of 
humor, wit and chic or, to quote a 
contemporary, Poulenc was “at 
once monk and playboy." In 1935 
Poulenc’s friend, Pierre-Octave 
Fenoud, was killed in a car acci- 
dent; at 1 he same time, the com- 
poser visited the simple chapel of 
Sl Amadour. 

As a result, Poulenc rediscov- 
ered his Catholic faith and com- 
posed a large number of sacred 
works. That year, Poulenc gave his 
first recital, accompanying bari- 
tone Pierre Bearn ac on die piano, 
for whom he would later compose 
many songs and song cycles. 

Poulenc wrote three operas, 
quite diverse one from the other, 
yet sharing his unique style and 
individual musical sincerity. And 
•all are available on first-rate 
recordings. 

Les mamelles de Tiresias (The 
Breasts of Tiresias) is a wild com- 
edy described as an opera buffa 
yet, at die same time, a rather seri- 
ous work calling for the need for 
more French babies (EMI 5 65565 
2, with the exceptional Denise 
Duval in the lead). Les Dialogues 
des Carmelites, one of the best 
operas of the 20th century, is a 
poignant tale of French nuns dur- 
ing the French Revolution, a story 
of heroism and pure devotion 
(Kent Nagano conducting a mes- 
merizing performance. Virgin 
59227-2). 

His final opera, the one-woman 
monodrazna Voix humaine, is a 
much more concise approach to 
the power of the individual to face 
all trials and tribulations, a work 
which the composer himself added 
“should be bathed in the greatest 
orchestral sensuality.” (Again, 
Duval is superb. EMI CDM 7 
69696 2). 

There are several recordings of 


the other works of Poulenc avail- 
able on disc. 

As a maner of fact, EMI has a 
set of various double disc albums 
which cover almost die entire 
spectrum of the French compos- 
er’s output. Poulenc's music 
encapsulates all styles and genres 
and results in some of the more 
beguiling works ever written - 
even if not many are that well 
known to the average music-lover. 

Poulenc Chamber Music (EMI 
CZS 7 62736 2. two discs for the 
price of one) features 1 1 different

works, including a magical read- 
ing of the ylolin sonata with 
Yehudi Menuhin and Jacques 
Fevrier, as well as a first-rate ren- 
dition of the passionate trio for 
piano, oboe, and bassoon. 

• It is a most engaging album 
which reveals the intimate in 
Poulenc. 

A somewhat different composer 
is revealed in Poulenc Orchestral 
Works (EMI CZS 7 62690 2. two 
discs for rhe price of one), com- 
prising II relatively short works 
as well as the concerto for two 
pianos, with the composer himself 
and Fevrier as soloists. 

A totally different kind of 
Poulenc is revealed in Poulenc 
Melodies (EMI CMS 7 64087 2. 
four-disc album, mid-price) which 
features 150 songs performed by 
some of the leading lieder singers 
of our time, all accompanied by 
the amazing Dallon Baldwin a! the 


piano. 

These recordings from the mid- 
’70s are captivating, even if at 
times listening to one hour of short 
songs can be. rather tedious. 

The sacred Poulenc is quite dif- 
ferent from the .secular one. These 
works clearly show n 2 0!h -century 
composer at his complex best, a 


composer Dying to come to terms 
with the familiar liturgical texts in 
his own special way. The mass in 
G might not be that familiar, but it 
is one of Poulenc’s most encom- 
passing works, performed to per- 
fection by the Westminster 
Cathedral Choir, with James 
O’Donnell conducting (Hyperion 
CDA 66664). Hie CD features 
several other religious works as 
well. 

Poulenc composed several con- 
cert! for keyboard instruments, 
most of which were commis- 
sioned by the Princesse Edmond 
de Polignac. a true patron of the 
arts in general and music in partic- 
ular. 

Aside from the piano concerto, 
there are three earlier concert! - 
(me for two pianos (1932), the 
concerto for organ, strings and , 
timpani (1938). and the charming 
concerto champetre for harpsi- 
chord and orchestra (1927-28). 
Each is a very individual work yet 
ail share in a quite ingenious way 
Poulenc’s love for the overall 
orchestral sounds on the one hand 
and the contrasting virtuosity and 
swiftness of the solo instrument on 
the other. 

These concern can be beard on 
the successful Poulenc disc cur- 
rently on the market, the Double 
Decca one (448 270-2 two discs 
for the price of one) featuring the 
four keyboard concert, the Gloria* 
the piano sextet and the sonata for 
two pianos, all in superb perfor- 
mances. 

Pascal Roge is thrilling in the 
piano concerto, while Israeli duo 
pianists Bracha Eden and 
Alexander Tamir, under the baton 
of Sergiu Comissiooa, are as pow- 
erful and commanding in (he con- 
certo for two pianos as they are in 
the sonata for two pianos. 

Israeli soprano Sylvia Green- 
berg is the perfect soloist in the 
Gloria, and Roge is magical in the 
piano sextet as well. If you want 
only one Poulenc disc, this is the 
one.

lack of it - is at fee root of all evQ, and that relationships have 
become... exercises in acquisition and control.” 

Evening Standard critic Nicholas de Jongh called it “a blackly 
humorous play for today's twenty so mething s." 

The Out of Joint Theater production is directed by Max 
Stafford Clark. Another Stafford Clark production, Caryl 
Churchill’s Blue Heart will play at die 1998 Israel Festival.

The one-act operas The Emperor from Atlantis by Viktor 
Ullmaxm, and the Brecht-Weill collaboration. The Seven Deadly 
Sins, owe their existence to the Nazis. Ullman, gassed at 
Auschwitz in 1944, wrote the music in 1942 when be was in 
TberesaenstadL The words are by Czech poet Peter Kien, also an 
inmate. 

It’s the story of an all-powerful tyrant who is thwarted in his 
intention to wage the ultimate war by Death, who goes on 
strike. The opera even went into rehearsal, but the SS forbade 
its performance, and a few weeks later Ullmann was shipped to 
Auschwitz. 

The cabaret-style The Seven Deadly Sins was written in Paris 
in 1933, after Berthold Brecht, a card-carrying Communist, and 
the Jewish composer Kurt Weill had fled Hitler’s Germany. The 
opera is a condemnation of “the American Dream” - not very 
gracious to the country that took Brecht in - and was written 
originally as a bailer with singers. Here it stars soprano Anya 
Silja, a world-celebrated Wagnerian soprano. The double bill is 
the next New Israeli Opera production, which opens at die Tel 
Aviv Performing Arts Center December 6. Helen Kaye

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Grand gestures 


I t took Egyptian president Anwar Sadat 28 
minutes to fly from a base by the Suez Canai 
to Tel Aviv's Ben-Gurion Airport 20 years 
ago today. 

Yet with that short flight, followed by a prayer 
in Jerusalem's Al-Aksa mosque, and a speech in 
the Knesset, Sadat transformed the Arab-lsraeli 
conflict forever. 

Sadat himself succinctly captured the enormity 
of his own gesture, saying to Israelis, “We used 
to reject you, true. We refused to meet you any- 
where, true. We referred to you as the ‘so-called 
Israel.' true. At international conferences our rep- 
resentatives refused to exchange greetings with 
you, true. ... Yet today we agree to live with you 
in permanent peace and justice. Israel has 
become an accomplished fact recognized by the 
whole world and the superpowers. We welcome 
you to live among us in peace and security." 

Israelis, hardly believing their eyes, lined the 
streets of Jerusalem to welcome Sadat For the 
First time, the peace that Israel had never known 
and always yearned for seemed within reach. 
Egyptians welcomed Sadat home with cries of 
joy, as if he were a general returning from a vic- 
torious conquest Jordan's King Hussein's silence 
was taken as tacit support But the Palestinians 
denounced Sadat as a traitor, as did the more rad- 
ical Arab states. Sadat broke off relations with 
Syria, Libya, Algeria. Iraq, and South Yemen, 
calling them “dwarfs" for opposing his initiative. 

Sadat was accused of abandoning the 
Palestinians by forging a separate peace with 
Israel. In reality, the Israeli-Egyptian peace 
treaty negotiated by Menachem Begin at Camp 
David contained within it che seeds of the Oslo 
Accords. It was at Camp David that Israel 
agreed to grant autonomy to the Palestinians for 
an interim period, after which a full peace treaty 
would be negotiated with a joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation. 

On its face, the historic handshake on the 
White House lawn in 1993 between Yasser 
, Arafat . ttfid Yitzhak Rabin, might have been 
expected to have the dramatic impact of Sadat's 
visit to Jerusalem. In some respects that hand- 
shake was even more momentous, because 
taboos of non-recognition were being broken in 
both directions. While Israel's recognition of 
Egypt was never a question, Israel had never 
formally recognized the Palestinians as a sepa- 
rate people with independent political rights. 

Sadat’s gesture had more impact because it 
was so unequivocal and because its aim was 


clearer, total Israeli withdrawal from the Sinai 
in exchange for full peace. In essence. Sadat's 
visit transformed the dispute from an existential 
conflict to a border dispute. 

In the Palestinian case, the taboos of recogni- 
tion have been broken, but with greater ambigu- 
ity. Whereas Sadat declared clearly. “No more 
war, no more bloodshed." Arafat intersperses 
talk of peace with the language of the armed 
struggle. The Palestinian Covenant which calls 
for Israel's destruction has been “nullified," but 
not amended. Palestinian Legislative Council 
Speaker Ahmed Qurie just declared that the 
“right of return” is a “basic question, without 
which the conflict will continue and the 
Palestinian problem will remain without a solu- 
tion.” He also stated that “We wall not accept 
any settler or any settlement on our lands." 

As during the Gulf War, some Palestinians are 
cheering on Saddam Hussein, and even calling 
for attacks against Israel. The editor of the 
Palestinian newspaper Al-Hayat al-Jadida 
wrote regarding the current crisis, “History does 
not remember the United States, but it remem- 
bers Iraq, the cradle of civilization, and 
Palestine, the cradle of religions... On the other 
hand, the murderers of humanity, the creators of 
the barbaric culture, and the blood-suckers of 
nations, are doomed to death and destined to 
shrink to a microscopic size, like Micronesia." 

Sadat was very much aware that he must break a 
psychological barrier of mistrust, built over many 
years, before Israel would be able to make die con- 
cessions necessary for peace. The Palestinian are 
demanding much greater concessions, but seem 
not to understand that they must convince Israelis 
that lasting peace wall be the resulL Even if the 
Palestinians moderate their demands, what is being 
asked of Israel is not to return a large stretch of bar- 
ren territory to a neighboring country, but to accept 
the creation of new. possibly hostile country pro- 
truding into Israel's midsection. 

It could be argued that it is unreasonable to 
expect great gestures from the Palestinians to. 
reassure Israelis, when Israel refrains from say- 
ing how far it will go to achieve peace. The con- 
flict, it seems, is too raw and personal, the nego- 
tiation ahead too critical, and the stakes are too 
high for either side to engage in grand gestures. 

And yet, as Sadat understood and Arafat and 
Netanyahu should realize, it is precisely such 
gestures, spontaneous or negotiated, that may 
be necessary to bring the peace process to a 
successful conclusion.

60 years ago: On November 
19, 1937, The Palestine Post 
reported that night curfew was in 
force in Jerusalem for the ninth 
successive night. Searches were 
carried out and many arrests were 
made. 

Sections of the Jerusalem- 
Jericho road and of the Dead Sea 
road were inundated by a torren- 
tial rainfalL In some parts the 
streams were two meters deep. 

50 years ago: On November 
19, 1947, The Palestine Post 
reported from Lake Success that 
the Sub-Committee of the Ad- 


Hoc Committee on Palestine was 
still studying the question of 
Jerusalem, but it was generally 
agreed that the city should be 
internationalized. The Post had 
also reported in great detail on the 
proposed future States’ bound- 
aries. 

In Jerusalem shots heard from 
the direction of Mamilla Road set 
off a brief but sharp barrage. The 
curfew continued while Talbieh 
and other areas were plunged into 
darkness as ballets severed elec- 
tric cables. 

25 years ago : On November 


19. 1972, The Palestine Post 
reported that Egyptian jets were 
sent to Syria. The Soviet Union 
began a new airlift of arms to 
Damascus. 

Tens of millions of pounds 
could be saved annually by Dan 
Municipalities if there woe some 
sort of confederation between the 
area’s ‘ cities, Tel Aviv Mayor 
Yehoshua Rabinowitz told the 
members of the Knesset Interior 
Committee. He added that life in 
Tel Aviv would become unbear- 
able if planning for a subway was 
not begun immediately.

The first brave step 


T here are greater historians 
than l who believe that there 
are large currents in history 
and that it is just a matter of time 
until they occur. But originality of 
leadership is called for - on the 
part of one leader or more - to ride 
these historical waves in order to 
realize them. 

Twenty years ago today such a 
moment happened with the visit to 
Israel of Egyptian president 
Anwar SadaL 

In 1977, there were three strong 
leaders who headed the elements 
influencing the flow of history in 
our region. Prime minister 
Menachem Begin and president 
SadaL may their souls rest in peace, 
and president Jimmy Carter. 

Let me try and explain the back- 
ground that led to the peace talks. 
From my many meetings with 
Sadat I came to realize that at the 
beginning of the Seventies he want- 
ed to escape from Soviet influence 
and replace it with ties to America. 

A second point was Sadat's 
desire to break the political ice. 
This was in fact one of his aims 
when he went to war in 1973. He 
had no intention of conquering 
Israel, but he certainly had the 
intention of inflicting a painful 
blow on us- and he did. I imagine 
that afterwards he said to himself, 
“Now I am ready to talk with the 
Israelis,” and this he did 
To these points should be added, 
of course, the economic-demo- 
graphic situation of Egypt, of 
which Sadat was always aware. 
He looked for ways to change it 
from its foundations. 

On the other side was Menachem 
Begin. The year 1977 was the first 
time since the establishment of the 
State of Israel that a man of the 
Right was elected to its leadership. 
A large part of the public was con- 
vinced that if a person such as be 
were to come to power he would 
take us back to the cycle of war. I 
do not examine innermost thoughts 
but I guess that, apart from his 
burning desire for peace - and that 
is the complete truth - Begin also 
wanted to prove that be, of all peo- 
ple, an out-and-out right-winger, 
would be the one to bring peace.

And so he agreed to welcome 
Sadat in Jerusalem. 

In the beginning, the meetings 
between Israel and Egypt were 
good and moving. But already on 
his historic visit to Jerusalem, Sadat 
gave a speech that was very difficult

for us Israelis to digest About a 
month later, we set off for Ismailia, 
Begin, then-foreign minister Mosbe 
Dayan, and myself, the defense 
minister, as well as our aides and 
advisors. There we found a presi- 
dent facing a prime minister, minis- 
ters facing ministers, one group fac- 
ing the other, and w^pat down to 
cope with the.seriousprobiems. 

There were grises. Moods of 
disappointment began to sweep 
through the Israeli public which 
had put so much hope on the 
negotiations. And then Carter 
moved - it might have been a one- 
time act that would not be repeat- 
able - and invited us to Camp 
David, with the explicit request 
that no one leave the place until an 
agreement was reached. 

BY then it was already clear to us 
that Sadat was vehemently insist- 
ing on the return of Sinai The hope 
that we might be able to retain 
something was quickly shelved. 

It was clear to us that Sadat's 
intention was not just a bilateral 
agreement between Israel and 
Egypt but an agreement in which 
the Palestinian issue would be 
included. 

Something should be mentioned 


here that people tend to forget: 
The Camp David Agreement was 
a framework agreement for peace 
between Israel and Egypt, Syria, 
Jordan. Lebanon and the 
Palestinians. Manets such as the 
removal of settlements featured in 
iL Before we set out. Begin sum- 
marized at a cabinet meeting tbe 
subject of the autonomy that was 
to be offered to the Palestinians. 

After 12 difficult and tense days 
at Camp David, the agreement was 
signed. In principle, h determined a . 
return to international borders, a 
return of the Israeli settlers to Israel 
(ii did not refer to tbe removal of 
settlements but to a return of die 
people) and, of course, diplomatic 
relations and normalization 
between the countries. 

There are those who will say that 
we should have stood firm on the 
issue of settlements, not given in, 
not conceded and not moved. I 
don't think so. The greatness of 
leaders is measured in their ability 
to shake free of slogans, of their 
standing orders, of opinions that 
have teen left behind, and to 
understand tbe historical currents. 
And that was the greatness of 
Anwar Sadat together with 
Menachem Begin and Jimmy 
Carter, as witnessed at Camp 
David. ‘ ’ 

- President Sadat's first brave step 
for peace meant that be was 
unpopular in the Arab world but, 
with time, the recognition grew 
amongst some of the Arabs of tbe 
merit of joining this path. There 
are currently four partners in the 
process - Israel, Egypt, Jordan 
and the Palestinians - and they are 
so deeply involved in tbe process 
that they would really have to be 
insane to pull out of it 
I hope that the currents of history 
are stronger than anything else and 
rhar they will overcome the crises 
and we will succeed in achieving 
arrangements that will ensure us 
and our children of a secure and 
true peace in the Middle East

Lessons of peace 


T wenty years ago Israel 
watched stupefied as one of 
tbe great moments in history 
unfolded on its dooretep: the star- 
tling, unbelievable visit to Israel 
of Egyptian president Anwar 
Sadat on November 19, 1977. The 
president of the most important 
Arab country at war with us was 
coming to talk peace, and the peo- 
ple responded with a mighty and 
joyous welcome, che likes of 
which had never been seen in the 
streets of Israel 

Twenty years later the peace 
between Egypt and Israel can be 
described as firm and strong, with 
embassies and consulates, air 
links and ground transport 
between the two countries, and 
with peace and quiet reigning 
over the long frontier dividing the 
two countries. There are no ten- 
sions, no military incidents, no 
casualties. 

The outer trappings of peace are 
all there, but the heart and soul are 
missing. There is no love, not 
much fraternizing, no real desire 
to get to know and understand 
each other, no real normalcy in 
our relations. Egypt's decision to 
boycott the Doha economic con- 
ference underlined the fact that 20 
years of peace have not succeeded 
in removing the suspicions and 
hostility. 

Twenty years later, an enlight- 
ened group of writers, academi- 
cians, lawyers, businessmen and 
former diplomats have at lost 
formed a legal Egyptian peace 
movement, an offshoot of the 
Copenhagen Alliance for Arab- 
lsraeli Peace. Its founders, Lutfi 
Khouti, Abd Monem Said, Alt 
Shalakam and others, won the 
approval of their government but 
have been hounded in the 
Egyptian press, accused by some 
of their fellow intellectuals and by 
religious conservatives of that

most heinous of all crimes, 
encouraging and promoting nor- 
malization of relations with Israel. 

“Normalization" is a dirty word 
in the vocabulary of the Moslem 
Brotherhood and its offshoots, of 
the professional syndicates and of 
many Egyptian intellectuals: they 
insist that normal relations with 
Israel should only come about 
after Israel has returned ail the 
occupied lands and made peace 
with the Palestinians. 

Yet these same intellectuals and 
religious fanatics are missing the 
essence of the Egyptian peace 
movement: peace cannot be 
attained without contacts with 
those with whom you want to 
make peace. The peace process 
cannot succeed without a united 
effort of aLI those who want peace. 
Tbe relations which have devel- 
oped over the past year between 
certain Egyptian intellectuals and 
Israelis who believe in peace have 
nothing to do with normalization; 
they have everything to do with a 
common struggle to reach a just 
and lasting peace in the Middle 
East 

It is high time that we and the 
Egyptians realize that the struggle 
for peace and normalization are 
two separate issues. Twenty years 
after that historic visit of president 
Sadat to Jerusalem there is still no 
full normalization in our relations 
with Egypt. Peace can be achieved 
by signing a peace treaty, but the 
attainment of normal relations 
takes time. Suspicions, hatred, 
prejudices and sheer ignorance are 
still very much alive in both 
camps. A half century of warfare 
and hostility leaves deep scars 
which have to be healed before we 
achieve normal relations in the 
fullest sense of that term. 


if the Egyptians, or anyone else 
for that matter, do not want to 
have normal relations with us, we 
need not go begging for such rela- 
tions. It is their loss as much as 
ours, and we are as proud a people 
as they are. 

We have, in the past 20 years, 
managed quite well without mas- 
sive trade with Egypt, without 
Egyptian tourists flocking to our 
cities and beaches. 

In time that will come, too. Let 
it wait rill we have peace with all 
our neighbors, but let us not stop 
for one minute the dialogue for 
peace, for peace will serve the 
interest of all of us, Egypt ians and 
Israelis, Palestinians. Jordanians, 
Syrians and Lebanese. 

Twenty years ago Anwar Sadat 
pointed the way to peace. His 
challenge was taken up with 
enthusiasm by Menachem Begin 
and by the people of Israel, who 
were willing to make sacrifices for 
the sake of peace with EgypL 

I happened to be in prime minis- 
ter Begin's office, together with 
Phillip Habib and the US ambas- 
sador, when a messenger came to 
inform Begin that there was fight- 
ing between solders and settlers in 
Yamit and thar the sealers were 
being forcibly evicted. For a long 
moment there was utter silence in 
the room, and then Begin began to 
cry. For him the burden of that 
decision to use force against the 
Yamit inhabitants was unbearable, 
but he did not falter. He knew it 
was part of the price for peace. 

Today both Egyptians and 
Israelis have many lessons to leant 
from those eventful days of 20 
years ago. Let us hope they be 
learnt before it is too late.

T he threatened "meltdown” 
of Ute financial systems of 
a number' of Asian 
economies, notably those of 
Japan and South Korea, is final- 
ly attracting the degree of con- 
cern it deserves on the part of 
Western economists. In fact, 
thanks to tbe belated awakening 
of the mainstream financial 
media to the magnitude of the 
threat, we have moved very 
rapidly from, apathy to hysteria 
on this issue. 

The general public may find it 
hard to believe that the crises that 
have enveloped exotic currencies 
(such as Thailand’s baht, 
Malaysia's ringitt and the South 
Korean won) could mushroom 
from a distant disaster into a glob- 
al economic slowdown. . 

But it could, because there is a 
transmission mechanism where- 
by the syndrome can be exported 
from the countries - directly 
affected to countries on the other 
side of tbe globe. In-the current 
financial contagion, the interme- 
diaries channeling the problems 
are the banking systems of the 
Far East . 

In country after country, com- 
mercial batiks distributed vast 
sums in loans, much of it in for- 
eign currency. Now that the local 
currencies have collapsed, these 
supposedly cheap loans have 
become extremely expensive. In 
addition, demand for the goods 
and services produced by the bor- 
rowers has slumped - especially 
in tbe real estate sector - so that 
many of these loans have gone 
sour. Estimates vary, but some 
people say that up to one-fifth of 
total lending portfolios may have 
to be written off. 

Actually, the Japanese experi- 
ence of foe 1990s suggests that 
these estimates will probably 
prove conservative, and that 
much larger proportions - of foe 
loan portfolios will ultimately be 
trashed, along with many of foe 
banks that made foe loans. 

Both in Japan . and . throughout 
east Asia, foe banks got into this 
mesS because of poor regulation, 
incompetent lending and, as we 
now know, deep-seated corrup- 
tion, including strong links with 
organized crime. But most of foe 
corruption was institutionalized; 
lending was directed by govern- 
ment officials to sectors, firms 
and persons foe state, or people in 
key positions, wanted to support 
- and promote. 

Despite foe more prominent 
examples of Indonesian President 
Suharto's family members and 
friends. South Korea provides foe 
most damning evidence of how 
systematic and systemic abuse of 
the bulking system can cause a 
recession to turn into widespread 
economic collapse. 

FROM the Israeli viewpoint it is 
essential, to distinguish between 
foe aspects in which the local 
economy has similarities to the 
afflicted Asian countries - and 
hence is vulnerable to a similar 
fate - and foe ways in which it 
differs. 

In terms of macro-economic 
fundamentals, there are disturb- 
ing similarities. Israel too, has 
seen years of rapid growth, not all 
of a sustainable, wealth-produc- 
ing nature. By extension, foe size 
and chronic nature of Israel's 
trade deficit and, despite US and 
Jewish aid, the hole in its balance 
of payments, are evidence of an 
unbalanced, consumption-driven 
economy. They also reflect an 
overvalued currency, ripe for a 
fall and vulnerable to attack from 
speculators. 

But even these negative aspects 
are nowhere near as extreme as 
was foe case in Thailand and else- 
where. More important, the trans- 
mission mechanism that could 
turn a collapse in the currency 
into an economic slump is absent 
in Israel. The Israeli banking sys- 
tem. whatever its problems, is 
basically sound and there is no 
prospect of a domino-style serial 
collapse. 

That's because the kind of 
institutionalized corruption in . 
lending practices that used to be 
tbe norm here was exposed in foe 
banking crisis and economic 
slump of the 1980s, and subse- 
quently rooted oul Regulation is 
much tougher and foe Supervisor 
oF Banks' policy to restrict foe 
banks lending exposure to foe 
real estate sector is now being 
retroactively vindicated by foe 
ongoing slowdown at home and, 
more dramatically, by foe nega- 
tive examples of Thailand, 
Malaysia et al. 

What this means is foal even if 
mere is a currency crisis in Israel, 
it will not feed through to foe 
whole economy via foe banking 
system. It will be tough and 
painful, but it won’t be disastrous, 
in the new global economic envi- 
ronment, that’s ail -the difference 
in foe world.

Bored and depressed, Ranu’s 
father became perfect prey for a 
group of seedy drug dealers. 

The bock begins with Rami’s 
father's arrest Prom that moment 
on. Rami’s home is no longer the 
wartn haven it had always been. 
And going to school becomes a 
nightmare. 

After Rami’s father is sent to 
prison far drug-dealing and theft, 
Rami’s mother sinks into a deep 
depression, which eventually lands 
her in the hospital. 

In addition to being haunted by 
his father’s criminal cohorts and 
being teased in school. Rami 
becomes so neglected at home that 
be is sent into foster care on a 
moshav. lb add to his misery, once 
he finally develops a relationship 
with his temporary “parents," his 
foster mother gets cancer. When she 
dies, her husband is so devastated 
that he can no longer care fra* Ranu. 

Kami’s father, by now, has found 
religion in prison. IBs mentor takes 
Rami to a yeshiva. Here, too, Rami 
is out of place. 

Finally, Kami's social worker - 
who has become like a big brother 
to him - helps the boy run away 
from the yeshiva, and brings him 
to a kibbutz. It is here that Rami 
■begins to find a niche for himself, 
with the aid of the horses to which 
he becomes extremely attached. 

* Though extremely trying along 
the way, this book reads an opti- 
mistic message in the end: tragedy 
may strike, but hope never dies. 

This is an excellent read not only 
for pre-adolescents who have 
experienced or who are currently 
undergoing genuine hardship, but 
for any youngsters who feel let 
down by their parents. Rami's par- 
ents are not portrayed as villains, 
but rather as human beings with 
human failings, prone to weakness 
which at times gets the better of 
them. 



S ome of us might have forgotten 
that today marks 20 years 
since the historic visit of 
Egyptian president Anwar Sadat to 
Jerusalem, that paved the way to 
peace between Egypt and Israel. 

But not Mike and Shoshana 
Gordon of Jerusalem. They have a 
living reminder of the euphoric day 
in 1977: their daughter Shlomit, 
who celebrated her 20th birthday 
yesterday. Her name - the feminine 
equivalent of the word “shalom," 
meaning peace - was chosen the 
day that Sadat arrived, the day after 
her birth, when the hope for peace 
burned especially brighdy. 

“As I was growing up, I heard the 
family stories about how my parents 
watched the events on the hospital 
television all through the day and 
then decided to name me Shlomit,’’ 
says Gordon. “In school, friends 
would say that they were named 


after this person or that relative. I 
rather liked the idea that I was 
named after peace. It was interest- 
ing, it was different” 

Shlomit ’s father Mike says that 
Sadat coming the day after the birth 
of his first daughter; his second 
child, “felt like one miracle coming 
after another." Twenty years after 
being inspired to name his daughter 
for peace, Gordon doesn’t regret the 
decision. 

“When you think about it. it was 
rather risky to name your daughter 
Shlomit the day that Sadat came to 
Jerusalem. At the time, people 
warned that this was a one-man 
show, that after Sadat, Israeli- 
Egyptian relations would return to 
die way they were. 

“Well die peace treaty held up, 
and we did better than people 
expected. Hope won out over the 
skepticism. On balance, it’s dene

petty well. 

‘'Tourism and trade are secondary 
- true, they haven’t panned out as 
we would have liked, but I am con- 
fident that they will" he says. 

OTHER PARENTS who bore chil- 
dren 20 years ago today may not 
have memorialized die Sadat visit 
when they named their babies, but 
the two events re main irrevocably 
linked in their memories. 

Yehudit Hollander, another 
Jerusalemite, gave birth to her son 
Eliezer on November 19, 1977. 
Aviva Zomberg. whom she 
befriended in Lamaze childbirth 
class, gave birth to her son Moshe 
on die same day. 

“It was rather difficult for our 
husbands to get to and from die 
hospital that day, as so many roads 
in , Jerusalem were closed. 
Everyone in die entire hospital was 
just glued to the television set. 
Nobody could believe what was 
happening," Hollander recalls. 
“Whenever a boy is bom in Israel 
your fervent hope is that he won’t 
have to serve in the army. When 
Eliezer was bom, that seemed like 
a real possibility." 

Aviva’s husband, Eric adds, “It 
was a very special euphoric time, 
everyone was full of optimistic fra* 
the future, a hope far a future of 
peace” 

The two families have stayed 
close, and celebrate die boys’ birth- 
days together each year. When it 
came time for their bar mitzvas 
seven years ago, Eric sent a letter to 
the Egyptian Embassy telling them 
of the event 


As a result. Ambassador 
Mohammed Bassiouny invited the 
two families to the embassy for a 
visit, and they came, bearing gifts 
for the anniversary of the Sadat 
visit 

“We spent 45 minutes with 
Bassiouny; he talked about his his- 
tory as an officer in die Egyptian 
army, he was very personable and 
warm,” recalls Eric. “The meeting 
was at a time when peace was 
extremely cold - when [Yitzhak] 
Shamir was prime minister.

Bassiouny said to the boys they 
sfcouldn’* lose hop? for peace: that 
be never belie- .*ed he could be sitting 
in Israel as ambassador." 

Moshe Zomberg is not celebrating 
his 20th birthday with his parents in 
Jerusalem, but in a lank somewhere 


on the Syrian border. Eliezer 
Hollander is in a yeshiva in 
Nahariya, and will enter the army in 
March. 

ERIC ZORNBERG says that after 
such a promising beginning, the 
relations with Egypt dial ensued 
after the signing of die Camp David 
accords have been a letdown. 

“Peace with Egypt has been a big 
disappointment for me. I see how die 
Egyptians could justify having a 
cold peace with Shamir, but once 
Rabin and Peres came in, nothing 
really changed,” he says. 

And what are die politics of die 
girl named for that peace? Shlomit 
Gordon says that die event that 
inspired her name was “a terrific 
step, and even though foe situation 
benveeu Israel and Egypt could be 
improved, I am very glad it hap- 
pened.” 

Shlomit, who recently completed 
her army service and is living with 
her parents and working for Bezeq, 
saving for her post-army travels, 
identifies with the peace camp, 
“though I think dial attributing that 
fact to bow I was named is a little 
overdramatic.” 

Her father notes, however; that 
their eldest child, Yehoshua, who 
bears die name of die famous con- 
queror in die Bible, has die most 
rightist, nationalist sentiments in die 
family, while their third child, 
Noam, whose name means pleasant- 
ness, “is somewhere in die middle” 
and Shlomit, named for peace, is die 
furthest to die left. 

So, he concluded, “maybe their 
names did have an effect on diem.”

H ow do you communicate 
with teenagers who keep 
seeing each other in a bad 
light?

the doubt, but they consistently 
assume each other’s intentions are 
bad. How can / effectively help my 
teenage siblings to get along with 
each other? 

JACKIE GOLDMAN, M.S., 
counselor, Ramah Programs in 
Israel answers: 

My feeling is that you cannot 
play the role of judge and jury. If 
you choose sides, the child (who is 
almost an adult in this case!) you 
don’t side with in any particular 
argument will be angry, and the 
other one will wonder whom you 
will side with tomorrow. Neither of 
them will be satisfied with your 
taking sides. 

1 understand your frustration 
about the blaming and negativity, 
but unfortunately you can’t force 
either of them to see the other in a 
good light. This is something they 


have to work out themselves. 

At their age, it’s time fra* them to 
take responsibility for their actions. 
But while you can’t create facts, 
you can create an atmosphere. 

First and foremost, don’t com- 
pare them. And don’t praise one in 
front of the other hoping you will 
elicit better behavior. If you set a 
tone for accepting each one for 
who they are an cf the re is a tacit 
respect for each of the kids, then 
you will be modeling a behavior 
you want them to emulate. You 
can also try giving them a role m 
which they each feel, separately 
and together, that they have some- 
thing important to contribute to 
the family. For example, you can 
ask them to prepare for Shabbai 
together because you won’t be 
around that day. 

And then make yourself scarce!

anon. What you want to do is cre- 
ate z climate for cooperation and 
communication between your chil- 
dren. You can try having a discus- 
sion in advance, saying this situa- 
tion is coming up very often and 
maybe we can find a way tc resolve 
die problem. But find out from 
them first if the situation bothers 
them. If it does bother them, you 
can help by encouraging them to 
communicate about what’s happen- 
ing, making your role minimal. 
Don’t give mussor (a lecture on 
ethics). Let them know you respect 
each of them enough to know they 
can modify this behavior. If the 
behavior doesn’t really bother 
them, they may be getting some- 
thing out of foe fact that it bothers 
you. Ask yourself: What is their 
relationship like when you are not 
around? 

If they get along better when 
you’re not around, then they could 
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be bickering for your benefit They 
need to get you involved either 
because fluty want your attention or 
because they are jealous of each 
other. 

If that is the case, you can 
remove yourself from the situation 
when it happens. In general I think 
you need to pull yourself out of the 
situation a bit If you can't stand die 
arguments, leave the room, go out 
for a walk, visit a neighbor You 
may not be able to control their 
behavior, but you can control the 
impact it has on you. And then they 
have nothing to gain by continuing 
to bicker.

I t hardly seems possible that one 
of our most common garden 
flowers once fetched the equiv- 
alent of $150,000 for a single bulb. 
Today, that same bulb can be 
bought for as little as NIS 1 .50. 

If a tulip grows in your garden, 
you are looking at a plant by 
which huge fortunes were matte 
and lost, a flower that nearly sank 
the economy of a nation. Hard to 
imagine. But to explain the 
famous “Tub pa mania” we have to 
start at the beginning. 

Tulips first arrived in Europe 
around 1551. when the Viennese 
ambassador to Turkey, Ogier de 
Besbeque, sent both seeds and 
bulbs hack from Constantinople to 
Emperor Ferdinand L In 1554 the 
German botanist Conrad Gesner 
described the tulips he saw in the 
garden of Johann Harwart of 
Augsburg in Bavaria. Twenty years 
later the tulip reached England. The 
common tulip ( Tulipa gesneriana , 
named after Gesner), which was 
not the original strain but also a 
native of Asia Minor, was intro- 
duced to Europe in 1577. It is now 
found throughout southern Europe 
in its wild state. 

Ih the 16th century the common 
tuHp’s sweetly scented scarlet 
flowers quickly increased in popu- 
larity, capturing die imaginations 
of artists and florists alike. In addi- 
tion to its fragrance, an important 
quality for any flower, tulip blos- 
soms were amazingly striped and 
streaked. The streaking was the 
result of a virus which caused sin- 
gle colors to form stripes. These 
broken” types could only be prop- 
agated from seed, and so the bulbs 
began to command high prices. 

By the beginning of the 17th 
century, unprecedented prices 
were being paid. The boom 
peaked in Holland from 1634-37. 
During the tulip craze, bulbs were 
sold while still in the ground and 
resold by speculators for ever- 
increasing prices. One rare bulb 
fetched a price of 13,000 florins 
($150,000 in today's money) 
before the, boom crashed. . . 

fsincertfaeh; the demand for ' 
has never wanedr’^e 1796 cat#-, 
log of one London nurseryman 
contained no fewer than 700 vari- 
eties. And another Englishman, 
Hogg, writing in 1823, comment- 
ed that “a moderated collection of 
choice tulips could not be pur- 
chased for a sum less than 1,000 
pounds sterling. 1 ” 

Today, thankfully, tulips are 
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mass-produced and reasonably 
priced. But despite their wide 
availability on the modem market, 
tulips are no less a treasure in the 
garden and the vase. 

Tulips are hardy, spring-flower- 
ing, bulbous perennials belonging 
to die lily family ( Uliaceae ). The 
word “tulip” is a corruption of tul- 
beruL the Turkish word for turban, 
which the open flowers resemble 
in shape and color. 

Tulipa is a genus of about 100 
species growing in the wild. 
Almost every known species of 
tulip in nature is found in the 
countries bordering die Black Sea, 
along the Mediterranean shores 
and in Iran. The species hailing 
from Romania, Bulgaria and 
Russia around the Sea of Azov as 
well as from the Caucasus and 
Turkey are the most highly scent- 
ed. These fragrant tulips include T. 
suaveoltns , the sire of the scented, 
scarlet single tulip. 

Israel hosts five wild species: 
TzJvoni hahermon (71 lownei) 
found on Ml Hermon; tjvom saf- 
gavni (T. polychroma ) found in the 
Negev mountains, the Ramon 
crater and Edom mountains; tdvoni 
hamidbar (71 systola ) ranging from 
Tiberias to die Negev and east to 
Jordan; tjvoni heharim (71 agenen- 
sis) ranging from the Galilee to the 
Negev mountains; and rzvoni 
hasharon (71 agenensis and its sub- 
species sharonensis ), the only wild 
tulip growing exclusively in Israel 
on die coastal light sands. 

Some biblical scholars hold the 
Sharon tulip to be the “lily of the 
valley" mentioned in the Bible, 
while others argue that it is the 
“rose of Sharon." 

The modem hybrids have mostly 
evolved from a common ancestor, 
the dull crimson T. gesneriana. 
From diis modest beginning, tulip 
blossoms now come in a remark- 


ably wide range of colors, from 
pure white and pale pastels to the 
primary colors including a near 
black, but excluding true blue. 

Flowering occurs in early, mid- 
and late spring, so by buying dif- 
ferent garden varieties, you can 
have tulips over a long season. 
Not all varieties are available in 
Israel, but every year more kinds 
are imported here. Choose large, 
firm, fat bulbs, free of soft spots, 
mold, bruises and cuts. Their 
papery skins need not be com- 
plete. Do not keep bulbs in a warm 
room too long before planting 
them. Tulips need a cool environ- 
ment in order to flower successful- 
ly. If the bulbs are kept warm too 
long, they may not flower at ail. 

Because tulips require an annual 
warm -cool- warm temperature 
sequence to bloom, gardeners in 
mild-winter areas need to plant 
“ precooled’’ bulbs. To precool, 
simply store fee bulbs in a bag in 
fee warmest part of your refrigera- 
tor (fee vegetable drawer) for 4-8 
weeks before planting. Do not 
place ragr^ripening fruit, because 
fee ethylerte gas produced by fee 
ripening process can inhibit bulbs 
from blooming. Cold temperatures 
are also necessary for natural- 
length (long) stems. Your warm- 
region garden is likely to produce 
short stems, if precooling does not 
take place. If your garden is 
exposed, select shorter-stemmed 
tulips that can better withstand 
strong winds. These are also excel- 
lent for raising in pots and boxes, 
and can be planted in between 
existing plants. 

Now is the time for planting 
tulips.They prefer a “heavier" soil 
than do most other bulb plants. 
Prepare fee soil, turning it over to 
a depth of 30 cm. for drainage and 
aeration. Mix in compost and a 


sprinkling of all-purpose fertilizer. 
Plant bulbs deep, about 12 cm. 
into the earth, and spread about 1 8 
cm. apart. Deep planting protects 
against viral disease. 

When growing tulips in pots 
indoors, avoid fluctuations in 
temperature. If fee room tempera- 
ture falls suddenly, it slows fee 
rate at which fee plant loses water 
by evaporation. The roots, how- 
ever, continue to take in water 
from the warm soil that cannot be 
given off through the leaves. The 
plant cells then become water- 
logged and infirm. The plant can 
no longer support fee bloom and 
falls over. So careful watering, 
ventilation and temperature con- 
trol is very important for pot- 
grown tulips. 

When tulips are coming into 
flower, be sure to keep them 
watered. This is doubly important 
if an early spring heatwave hits 
during flowering time. 

Arranging fee flowers in groups 
of separate colors is most eye- 
catching. Small beds are suitable 
for mixed color displays. If you do 
not wish to devote a whole border 
to tulips, they can be planted 
between other spring-flowering 
plants like hyacinths or daffodils. 

Tulip hybrids do not naturally 
multiply like narcissi or daffodils. 
On fee whole they flower from 
one to three years, before fading 
away. The bulbs may be left in 
place, or dug up to make way for 
summer planting. Some gardeners 
buy new bulbs eveiy year for a 
prominent display, and after flow- 
ering, transplant them to a comer 
for cut flowers. 

The following are among the 
most popular garden varieties; 

• The single-flowered early 
tulips appear in April and the early 
part of May. Growing 30-35 cm. 
high and pleasantly scented, these 


are ideal for pot planting, outdoor 
beds and wind-swept gardens. 

• Double-flowered tulips first 
appeared in 1664 and have been 
bred to resemble peonies. The 
blossoms are long lasting even as 
cut flowers. Growing 25-30 cm. 
high and flowering early in spring, 
they are suitable for both indoors 
and oul 

• The formal, long-stemmed 
Darwins are fee “king” of tulips. 
Darwins are latecomers, intro- 
duced into Holland and northern 
France only in 1900. The blooms 
come in the full spectrum of tulip 
colors, and have short, rounded 
petals which open into large 
“square” cups. Reaching up 90 
cm., they are fee latest blooming 
tulips, and may continue to flower 
into early June. 

• Cottage tulips were discovered 
in an old English cottage garden in 
1885. The have egg-shaped 
blooms, highly prized for elegance 
and grace of form. Growing 50-75 
cm. tall, these are an early spring- 
flowering variety, which are at 
their best in May. 

• Lily-flowered tulips were first 
introduced in 1915. Wife their 
pointed, reflexed petals, these are 
among fee most charming of 
tulips. A few are slightly scented: 
They grow to 60 cm. tall, and 
flower in early May. 

- Parrot tulips have an orchid- 
like shape that makes them deco- 
rative, exotic, even bizarre. Their 
flamboyance makes them most 
effective in mixed borders, and as 
cut flowers, nothing is more strik- 
ing. They are late flowering.

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Whistler mothers

C avies - that is, guinea pigs - 
are a popular pet, especially 
fee long-haired ones called 
“whistlers." They get their name 
from the pleasant whistling call 
they make, particularly when they 
are excited, such as when someone 
they know conies near or when 
feeding time rolls around. They are 
admired for their beautiful coats - 
long silky fur sometimes straight 
and occasionally wavy or slightly 
curly. If a whistler is in good con- 
dition the pelt, winch can be one of 
several colors, will be shiny and 
soft Any ailment or debilitating 
condition will manifest itself in fee 
appearance of fee pelt It may 
become dry, coarse, or begin to 
shed profusely. 


Although whistlers are clean 
animals, wife almost no offensive 
odors, fee long hair is most attrac- 
tive if regularly groomed. For this 
purpose, a fairly soft hairbrush is 
excellent Most whistlers, if gently 
handled, actually love fee groom- 
ing process, for they are very 
affectionate animals. It is not nec- 
essary to wash a whistler but if its 
room is very warm, rubbing a 
damp cloth over fee fur will 
remove dust from fee pelr and help 
keep it shiny. Be careful not to rub 
too hard! After using the damp 
cloth, dry fee pet wife a soft towel 
so it doesn’t get a chill. 

If the animals are properly fed, 
their droppings are uniformly 
firm, so there is usually no prob- 
lem of their soiling their fur. But if 
this should happen, cleanse fee pet 
wife warm water and then dry ft. If 
a whistler is allowed to run about 
the house, it might come in con- 
tact wife something oily feat soils 
the fur. You can remove this by 
applying talc or com starch and 
bmshing it out 

Since most pet whistlers usually 
spend their time an a soft surface 
and never get to dig or scratch at 
firmer surfaces, you will be 
required to trim their toenails from 


time to time. Use a special trim- 
mer, available at pet shops, which 
cuts the nail all around wife one 
snip rather than a flat cat such as 
made wife scissors. Trim only fee 
tip of the nail so there is no danger 
of cutting into a sensitive area 
where blood vessels and nerves 
are found. 

Feeding your pet fee right food 
is the true secret to raising healthy, 
happy whistlers. The cavy is one 
of fee few animals aside from pri- 
mates - Le., monkeys, apes and 
humans - that does not produce its 
own vitamin C and must have this 
essential component in its diet 
every day. Otherwise, fee animal 
will develop sore gums, become 
lethargic, and lose most of its fur. 
A severe lack of vitamin C can 
even kill it. To avoid this, feed 
your pet a good commercial pellet 
especially designed for cavies, 
along wife a liberal diet of fresh 
green vegetables, dried whole- 
grain bread and some fruits and 
tomatoes every day. Avoid feeding 
them cakes, sweets, raw potatoes 
and cooked foods. 

With this sort of care, whistlers 
can be happy, lovable pets and will 
probably present you wife some 
delightful little whistlers as well.

US Overseas Private Investment Corp. to create $60m. fund for PA, Jordan

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DOHA, Qatar - Former prime 
minister Shimon Petes said yester- 
day he is establishing what he 
hopes will be a muhibillion dollar 
fund for investment in high tech- 
nology in the Middle East. 

Peres said his proposal is for 
multinational companies to allo- 
cate 0.1 percent of their sales rev- 
enues to the Peres Peace Center 
for private sector high-tech pro- 
jects in agriculture, medicine and 
telecommunications. The proposal 
has been raised with chairmen of 
leading companies as well as 
international leaders. He said he 
plans to raise the issue on Friday 


during his meeting in Washington 
with US President Bill Clinton. 

The former prime minister said 
he is urging companies to use part 
of their huge profits to help their 
consumers offset the losses from 
government cuts in social services. 

"Everything that makes money 
has been privatized and everything 
that costs money is being phased 
out," Peres said. 

Peres said he did not have a tar- 
get figure for the fund but be 
expected it to exceed the S2.4 bil- 
lion pledged by various countries 
to the Palestinian Authority in 
1993. 

The center, directed by former 
Foreign Ministry director-general 
Uri Savir, is also launching anoth- 


er fund for high technology. This 
$100 million chest is funded by 
the Israelis and Palestinians, who 
have each contributed 30 percent 
and the Japanese and the 
Europeans, who are giving anoth- 
er 30 percent The final 10 percent 
is from the World Bank. 

This fund is meant to promote 
Arab-Zsraeli private joint ventures. 

Peres said be has also convinced 
the chairman of the Marconi Corp. 
to donate $5 million for a meeting 
center for Palestinians and 
Israelis. A site for the building is 
now being sought 

Peres refused to discuss political 
developments in Israel and sug- 
gested several times that he is no 
longer interested in being 


involved in Israeli political life. “I 
have no desire to go Into politics," 
he said, “Please spare me this.** . 

Meanwhile, the US Overseas 
Private Investment Corp. signed 
an agreement on Monday to create 
a $60 million equity fund for 
investments in Gaza, die West 
Bank and Jordan. Hie fund wfli 
be managed by Capital Investment 
Corp. of McLean, Virginia, and 
investments will include manufac- 
turing and services-oriented com- 
panies. 

Once fully capitalized, the fund 
wDl focus on Israeli-Palesunian 
joint ventures- 60 percent in Gaza 
and the West Bank and the remain- 
ing 40% in Jordan, according to a 
statement released today by OPIC. 
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Govenunent sells its last shares in Koor 


The govern menthas sold its last shares in Koor Industries for 
NIS 13.65} mS^^' Accountant General Shai Talmon said yes- 
terday. 

The sales took place in recent months on the Tel Aviv Stock 
Exchange, with shares being purchased' by domestic and foreign 
investors.

Economics Committee, Ayalon 
said talks between Jerusalem and 
Brussels would take place within 
the next fortnight in an attempt to 
resolve the trade dispute that 
began with Israeli orange juice 
exports but in recent days has 
spread across the gamut of trade 
with the EU. 

“Israel as a state has committed 
no crime,” said Ayalon. “If I find 
anything there will be a criminal 
investigation.” 

EU officials have now said they 
are satisfied that Israeli manufac- 
turers are no longer mixing 
Brazilian oranges with domestic 


produce before exporting orange 
juice to Europe. However, senior 
industry representatives deny the 
practice was ever adopted. 

The EU’s objection is based on 
the fact that it has no free trade 
agreement with Brazil, and Israeli 
exporters are taking advantage of 
the country’s FTA with Brussels. 

The EU is asking to inspect 
Israel’s books regarding previous 
years, but yesterday a high-rank- 
ing Industry and Trade Ministry 
official said it would be virtually 
impossible to confirm anything. 

“It would be very difficult to 
make all the relevant checks 
because 10 or so [juice-producing] 
factories have closed," said 
Foreign Trade Administration 
Deputy Director Gabriella Cohen. 

The point was driven home by 
fruit-juice industry representative 
Yishai Veltman, who said industry 
sales have shrunk from $500 mil- 
lion a year in 1990 to $250m. last 
year. While much of that decline 


follows a worldwide pattern, 
Veltman said it is also explained in 
part by the attempts of some cit- 
rus-producing nations, such as 
Spam, Italy, Greece, Morocco and 
Cyprus, to block Israel's access to 
European markets. 

The orange juice issue is only a 
small part of a wider picture, said 
Cohen. The EU distinguishes 
between the Palestinian Authority 
and Israel for political reasons, she 
churned. 

“The EU is far from balanced in 
trading with us,” alleged Export 
Institute Director General Amir 
Hayek, who said 62 percent of 
Israel’s trade deficit is with the 
EU. 

The issuance of the EU warning 
to importers could result either in 
“no damage or the complete 
refusal of European importers to 
purchase Israeli goods,” according 
to a European diplomat. 

Meanwhile. The New York Times 
yesterday reported that the Clinton 


administration said it would pun- 
ish an Israeli owned citrus compa- 
ny “for doing business in Cuba on 
land expropriated from 
Americans.” 

The US State Department has 
reportedly sent a letter to die BM 
Group last week saying company 
executives and their families 
would be barred from entering the 
US unless they provide documen- 
tation within 45 days showing 
they had not broken the law. 

Cbcgress passed a law in 1996 
which enables the government to 
impose penalties cm foreign com- 
panies investing in Cuban proper- 
ty deemed to have been seized 
following Fidel Castro's rise to 
power in 1959. 

The EU is threatening to chal- 
lenge this law via the World Trade 
Organization. 

“Israel supports the policy of the 
American government in regards 
to Cuba.” an Israeli official told 
the Times. 


Farmers: Mekorot 
inflating prices 


Central bank approves 
Internet banking services

The water costs presented by 
Mekorot to the Treasury are inflat- 
ed several times above the actual 
{nice, Yoram Tamari, the water 
organizer in the Agricultural 
Center, said Monday. 
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Tamari said that a large part of 
the NIS 300 million subsidy paid 
by the government to Mekorot 
each year is unjustified. 

The economic department of the

Mekorot chairman Doron 
Grouper denied the report and said 
that water prices are determined by 
the government and receive the 
approval of the Knesset Finance 
Committee and are also supervised 
by the water commissioner. 

The company added that the 
prices it charges for drinking water 
are lower than the prices charged 
by similar companies abroad.

The Banks Supervisor Zeev 
Abeles said yesterday banks 
would be allowed to supply some 
hanking services over the 
Internet. 

In the first stage, approval 
would be limited to allowing 
clients to receive information on 
their accounts through the 
Internet. In the future, Abeles 
intends to allow more services, 
such as letting bank customers 
submit orders from their home 
computers on the web. The banks 
would be allowed to offer such 
services only to veteran clients. 
Hie banks would be prohibited 
from opening new accounts 
through the Internet. 

The central bank said approval 
was given only after it considered 
the security issues and after con- 
sulting an international firm spe- 
cializing in Internet security. 

International banks already 
offer hanking services via the 
Internet but with limitations due 
to security problems. All the big 
local banks have their own home 


pages on the web and have been 
waiting for approval to start 
offering online services. 

A first International Bank of 
Israel spokeswoman said the 
bank would offer services imme- 
diately after receiving approval 

Industry sources say it is too 
early to estimate if online bank- 
ing would revolutionize the bank- 
ing industry. Hie number of US 
consumers able to access their 
checking accounts online is esti- 
mated at IS million, and fore- 
casts estimate that another 3-4 
million would join this year. 

The US Wells Fargo Bank, con- 
sidered a leading provider of 
online h anking services, said last 
December that its online banking 
base had grown from 20,000 to 
270,000 users in 18 months. The 
bank added it expects to have two 
million users within five years. 

Idith Lusky, executive vice 
president for private banking at 
Bank Hapoalrm, said the bank is 
ready to start providing the ser- 
vices and that all security prob- 
lems have been solved by an out- 
side specialist 


Already in the region, and sup-

W hen I wrote last week’s 
column I thought things 
were calming down a lit- 
tle and intended not to write 
another portfolio piece this week. 
I did not expect the volatility to 
continue to quite the same extent, 
nor the TASE to sink S.94 percent 
in a week. It’s small consolation 
that our portfolios only fell 5% 
and 3.1%. 

I *za not panicking (1 promise 
I’m not), but I don’t like the feel of 
Axis market. I think things are get- 
ting worse in die Far East, in die 
US and inevitably also here. 
We’ve got a lot of gains to protect 
and if this market is going to fall 
apart I want to go into the down- 
turn with all the hatches battened 
and plenty of cash. Even if you 
ignore die slightly disturbing CPI 
figure, which could well have 
been die result of one-time and 
seasonal factors, there is no get- 
ting away from fie rash of bank- 
ruptcies of increasingly large 
firms in Japan. We are still feeling 
die effects of the asset-price infla- 
tion of the '80s and the idiosyn- 
crasies of the Japanese financial 
system as a whole, both of which 
may well be a factor in the 
increasing volatility of intema- 
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tional financial markets. 

I think that in a situation of 
considerable uncertainty one 
needs to go over every holding in 
one's portfolio and review the 
case for owning it. If that case 
still holds, is the stock ax a price 
at which we would be buying it 
now if we didn't own it already. 
Because, as a savvy friend of 
mine reminds me, a decision not 
to self a stock is tantamount to a 
decision to buy it So, if the 
thought of buying more of the 
stock in question isn't crossing 
your mind you ought to be think- 
ing about selling die stock. 

This said, sometimes you just 
feel you own enough of a stock. 
You like it, but you don’t want to 
own infinite quantities of it In this 
case, you should be prepared to 
hold on to it even after it falls to a 
price below what you paid for iL 

Still, die process is a healthy one 
and has thrown up quite a number 
of sale candidates. The stocks I 
really like down here are Carmel 
Container, Koor and XDB, though 
the only one I’d be buying if we 
had enough excess cash would be 
Koor. It has some momentum and 
improvement in shareholder value 
is in sight The other two will 
probably require more patience. 

In the aggressive portfolio the 


obvious bargain is Tower Semi. 
I’m glad we Lightened our posi- 
tion over time, taking very nice 
profits, and would be buying 
more now as I think the market 
has panicked and knocked the 
stock to a level of excessive 
undervaluation. 

Although in general, convertible 
bonds are a low downside way to 
play the market a couple of our 
convertibles do have more risk 
than I would like. The Leurni 
Mortgage Bank bonds are getting 
close to maturity and trade at a 
small premium to the redemption 
value. However, the stock is cheap 
enough and the premium low 
enough that I'm going to stick 
with them for a little longer. A

The other convertible that makes

US Deputy Treasury Secretary 
Lawrence Summers on Mooday said 
he shares concerns about die yen. 
Ttadeis took the remarks as signs 
Japan might sell dollars if the US 
currency rises too far too fast. 

“The buck would like to rally 
against die yen, but it's afraid there 
might be some kind of intervention 
on die part of the Japanese at the 


behest of Larry Summers,” said Paul 
Kasriel, chief economist at Northern 
Trust Company in Chicago. 

Hie dollar was little changed at 
125.90 yen from 125.78 yen on 
Monday. It fell to 1 .7258 marks from 
1.7295 marks. 

A weak yen helps Japan's faltering 
economy by lowering the price of 
exports. At the same tune the dol- 
lar’s strength boosts the price of US 
exports and can help widen the US 
trade gap with Japan, drawing die ire 
of US officials.

Aluminum falls as producers boost output 


Aluminum fell after two produc- 
ers announced plans to boost out- 
put Reynolds Metals Co. said it 
will restart an idled Oregon 
smelter and Alcoa Wold Alumina 
said it will spend $193 million to 
upgrade its Wagerup refinery in 
Australia. 

Even so, demand for tire metal 
remains strong. London Metal 
Exchange’s global aluminum 
stockpile fell for a 12th day to 
703,675 tons, tire exchange said in 
its latest dally warehouse report 
The LME’s three-month forward 
aluminum contract fell $14 to 
$1,645 a ton. 


Gold prices were little changed 
in inter-bank trading.

The bank governor's 
comments come less than a week 
after gold fell to its lowest price 
in 12 1/2 years following an 
announcement by the 
Bundesbank that it manages its 
gold holdings rather than simply 
storing them to back its currency.

Platinum rose in inter-bank 
trading. Johnson Matthey, the 
world's largest marketer of plat- 
inum and palladium, says plat- 
inum is likely to rise to between 
$400-$450 an ounce in the next 
six months, as Russian supplies 
drop and demand for platinum 
jewelry in China and the US 
climbs. Global demand for the 
precious metal this year is expect- 
ed to be 5.09 million ounces, 
exceeding supply by 320,000 
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ounces — the first significant 
deficit for nine years, it said in a 
half-yearly report on the market 
Spot platinum rose 50 cents, to 
$388 an ounce.

US bonds dip as CPI meets estimates 


US bonds fell after a report 
showing consumer prices rose as 
much as expected last month pro- 
vided little incentive to buy 
Treasury securities with yields 
near 21 -month lows. 

The government said yesterday 
consumer prices rose 0.2 percent 
last month, and 02% when food 
and energy prices are excluded, 
matching analysts' forecast 
Traders said it would! have taken 
an even smaller rise in consumer 
prices to spur gains, after a rally 
drove 30-year Treasury yields 
down 034 percentage point in the 
last four weeks. 

“It's a great-looking report but 
for bonds to go higher you’d need 
something new - this isn't new,” 
said Anthony Karydakis, an econ- 
omist at First Chicago NBD Corp. 


“This is something that supports 
the existing picture of growth with 
little inflation.” 

The benchmark 30-year US 
Treasury bond fell 7/32 or $2.19 
per $1,000 bond to 100 19/32, 
pushing its yield up 1 basis point to 
6.08%. The yield on the two-year 
note rose 3 basis points to 5.70%. 

“When you get up toward the 
top [of recent prices] like today, 
you start to see some sellers,” said 
Steven Saslow, head of propri- 
etary trading at HSBC Securities 
Inc. 

Investors are also bracing for 
sales this week of about $10 bil- 
lion of corporate and asset-backed 
debt, which offers higher yields 
than Treasuries. Leading borrow- 
ers will be Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co.’s PG&E Funding 
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LLC, which will sell as much as 
$3.1 billion of bonds backed by a 
portion of consumers’s electricity 
bills. 

Yesterday’s report provided 
more evidence the economy's 
strength isn't pushing prices much 
higher, easing concern the Federal 


Reserve will boost interest rates 
next month to slow growth and 
curb inflation, traders said For the 
first 10 months of the year, con- 
sumer prices rose at a 1.8% annu- 
al rate, foe slowest in a decade. 

“You can’t overanalyze it, it’s 
just really good news," said 
Joseph Lira, chief economist at 
CIBC Oppenheimer.

Anger in Beersheba as 
Hapoel sale thwarted

Murphy’s Law has definitely set 
in in Beersheba. ■ 

Yesterday, yet another hopeful 
attempt to rescue the stricken 
National League soccer club was 
scuppered after it had appeared as 
if at long last the club would be 
saved by new financial backers. 
The turmoil caused fans to vent 
their anger and police had to inter- 
vene to restore order on the city’s 
Streets. 

All had seemed rosy yesterday 
morning. Gili Landau, the coach 
appointed only a few hours earlier 
by new chairman, Avi Cohen, pre- 
pared to run his first training ses- 
sion and the Hapoel fans were 
thinking that at last the club could 
look to a new future. But come 


afternoon and the harsh reality 
began to unfold. 

The club board, which includes 
municipality and Hapoel mem- 
bers tidied to approve the sale, 
which, they claim, was carried out 
by chairman Eli Lahav without 
their prior knowledge or consent. 

The board members claimed 
that they had been presented with 
a fait accompli and refused to 
approve the sale. The dub there- 
fore also did not inform the Israel 
Football Association of a change 
of ownership or of the appoint- 
ment of a new coach. Which 
effectively meant no sale. 

Landau, meanwhile, arrived in 
the Negev to start work, but after 
waiting for almost an hour, during 
which nobody turned up. he got 
back into his car and drove home. 


The previous/current coach, 
Jackie Dekel, later put the players 
through their paces. 

After hearing of the fiasco, fans 
broke into the stadium dressing 
rooms where they caused havoc 
before being evicted by police. 
Other irate fans blocked all roads 
leading to the stadium where 
again, police had to intervene. 

Beersheba mayor, David 
Bonfeld. said yesterday evening 
that he would do everything pos- 
sible to see the club sold off as 
soon as possible. He urged Lahav 
to hand over the reins to the 
another local businessman, Eli 
Gina, who, before yesterday, had 
been widely tipped as the next 
chairman before Lahav sprung the 
surprise and brought Cohen into 
the picture on Monday.

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Scholes’ star 
is on the rise 


IF Teddy Sheringham sat in 
front of his television set on 
Saturday evening and thought of 
Jimmy Greaves, it wouldn't 
have been surprising. 

In the run-up to the 1966 
World Cup. most 
would have bet 
their house on 
Greaves playing 
a prominent part 
in England's 
eventual line-up 
for the tournament. 

Indeed, Greaves did start in the 
side, but suffered an injury and 
had to forgo his place to none 
other than Geoff Hurst. The 
West Ham man took his chance, 
scored goals and Alf Ramsey 
never looked Greaves' way 
again. Horst may be remem- 
bered for his hat-trick in the 
final, but it was his perfor- 
mances in the preceding games 
which secured England the 
chance to take on Germany for 
the ultimate prize. 

So thoughts of Greaves might 
well have been on Sheringham’s 
mind as be watched his young 
Manchester United colleague 
Paul Scholes run rings around 
the Cameroon side at Wembley 
on Saturday evening. Belying 
the fact he turned 23 the day 
after the game, Scholes showed 
a maturity, creativity and a 
superb eye for a chance which 
resulted in his third goal for 
England in just five matches. 

The national side finds itself in 
a curious situation at the 
moment when it comes to front 
men. Whereas in days of yore, 
England could always rely on 
producing a clutch of top notch 
goalkeepers to fight for a spot in 
the team, this time around we 
seem to have a surfeit of in-form 
goalscorers. Wright. Fowler, 
Sheringham, Sutton - the list is a 
top quality one. And yet the per- 
verse thing is that the first side 
Glenn Hoddle sends out in 
France next summer may 
include Scholes - not considered 
anything like a first choice at the 
start of the season -and Shearer, 
everyone’s first choice, but still 
laboring under the cloud of 
whether be will be fit enough. 

After Euro ’96, the SAS part- 
nership of Shearer and 
Sheringham was rightly consid- 
ered the first and proven choice 
for the team. All credit to Terry 
Venables for seeing it, but in the 
rarefied atmosphere of interna- 
tional soccer, Sheringham 
looked head and shoulders 
above what anyone else could 
offer as a foil to goal machine 
Shearer. 

Again, this season, 
Sheringham has grown in stature 
for his new club, Manchester 
United, particularly when it 
comes to their European 
Champions league games. 

But like die racehorse 
approaching the winning post 
only to hear the sound of a 
rival’s hooves just behind him, 
Sheringham may now have to 
look over his shoulder at foe car- 
rot-topped pretender. 

Not so long ago, with Eric 
Cantona in his pomp for United 
and seemingly irreplaceable, 
Scholes knocked on boss Alex 
Ferguson's door and asked about 
his future with the club. He 
should have known better. 
Fergie, the greatest manager 
since Bill ShankJy, knew foe boy 
had a golden future. Once foe 
moody genius that was Cantona 
sloped off (as Ferguson knew he 
eventually would) then the boy 
from Manchester was destined

to take his rightful place in foe 
first team. 

Perhaps international recogni- 
tion was thought to a bit further 
off, but after taking his chance 
superbly during Le Toumoi last 
summer, Scholes is beginning to 
look indispens-

praise for the 
United man fol- 
lowing the game on Saturday, 
but he also added that, given the 
schooling he’d bad, it wouldn’t 
go to his head. 

Fergie 's touch yet again. 
England indeed have every rea- 
son to be grateful to a Scotsman 
who has slowly but surely 
assembled a side which may 
form foe nucleus of foe tram in 
France next year. The way 
things are going, Ferguson’s 
only tough task after next sum- 
mer may be consoling the 
returning Sheringham that he 
lost out to his younger team- 
mate. 

Hughes books in 
with a classic 

Sports books can vary from 
the downright boring (Le. many 
of foe ‘ghosted’ autobiographies 
cluttering up the shelves over 
here at the moment) to the 
superb. One which can be 
classed in the latter category is A 
Lot Of Hard Yakka, foe former 
Middlesex cricketer Simon 
Hughes's richly amusing tale of 
his 14 years bowling on the 
county circuit. 

“Waits and all” doesn't begin 
to do this wonderful book jus- 
tice. Yakka, being the Australian 
word for hard work. Hughes 
takes us on an amazing tour of 
foe county circuit he knew. Work 
it may have been, but as he man- 
ages to convey so eloquently, 
fun it was too. The off-field 
activities are a sight more inter- 
esting than foe games them- 
selves as Hughes lifts the lid 
without ceremony on the amaz- 
ing antics of these so-called pro- 
fessional sportsman. 

Perhaps foe most amusing tale 
of all is when foe England cap- 
tain Mike Gatling was sacked in 
what became known as foe bar- 
maid affair. . . 

Gatting was alleged to hare' 
invited a barmaid up to his hotel ' 
room during a Test match. 
Although he denied foe allega- 
tion vigorously and was subse- 
quently sacked not over that 
incident, but because he had lost 
die confidence of the committee, 
it was still the talk of cricket for 
a long time. 

Which is where Hughes comes 
in. With a refreshing lack of sub- 
tlety, he recounts a conversation 
between himself; Ian Botham and 
notorious large eater Gatting 
about the incident which went 
something like this: “Did you do 
it?” asks Hughes. "What do you 
think?” snaps Gatting. “It could- 
n’t have been Gatt,” says Botham, 
“anything he takes up to his room 
after nine o'clock he eats.” 

There are more where that 
came from, all told in the same 
no-holds-barred fashion. 

I only mention the book, 
which has been out for some 
months, because today the 
judges for the William .Hill 
Sports Book of the Year award 
sit down to choose a winner 
and Hughes is among foe field. 
If there is any justice, he will 
rightly be declared the winner, 
and all that yakka will have 
been worthwhile.
